P R E F A C E. 


S the  calamity  at  Ltjbon^  fome 


years  ago,  may  deprive  feveral  of  a 
Medicine,  which,  for  many  years,  had 
there  been  deemed  ineftimable  for  its 
conftant  fuccefs  in  curing  flubborn 
chronic  difeafes ; ’tis  prefumed  the  follow- 
ing fhort  Account  of  it  may  not  be  un- 
acceptable. 

What  I lhall  fet  down  concerning  it, 
is  not  taken  on  the  authority  or  credit 
of  others,  but  the  immediate  refult  of 
my  own  obfervation  and  knowledge  of 
its  efficacy,  in  the  perfect  cure  of  the 
Venereal  Difeafe^  in  its  moji  inveterate  Jiate^ 
the  Scurvy^  and  many  other  diforders  ;

This  Medicine,  at  Lifbon^  was  univer- 
fally  known  by  the  name  of  the  German 
DieUDrink^  from  its  being  given  there, 
for  many  years,  by  a German^  who,  as  I 
was  informed,  had  beenPhyfician  to  the 
Queen  Dowager  of  Portugal : Its  fuccefs 
was  fo  great  and  uncommon  in  many

In  a word,  by  evacuating 
the  grofs  corrupted  humours  hy  urine  and 
fooly  it  has  been  found  remarkably  to 
fweeten  the  breatky  and  to  render  all  the 
juices  of  the  body  more foft  and  balmy y 
as  at  cafe  xlvii.  page  1 43. 


The  well-known  cafe  of^  the  late 
J)uke  of  H4Utony  is,  one  of  the  many 
ipftances  which  inGonteftibly  proves  the 
great  Efficacy  and  remarkable  certainty 
qf  this  Medicine,  for,  by  its  foie  ufe, 
he  was  reftored  to  health,  after  the 
advice  of  the  mofi:  eminent  phyficians 
l^ad  been  followed  to  no  purpofe. 

It  has  been  fuggefted,  that  the 
E^iet-JDrink  will  only  fucceed  in  ve- 
nereal cafes,  where  Mercury  fails. 
The  affertion  is  falfe ; but  was  It  ever 
fo  ftriftly  true,  nothing  could  la  juflly 
recommend  it  to  public  attention,  or 
add  to  its  real  value,  as  the  power  to  era- 
dicate and  fubdue  an  inveterate  and  loath-* 
fome  Dfeafcy  after  Mercury  (the  fuppofed 
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fpecific)  had  been  tried  in  vain  ; and 
CQiifequently  where  the  patient  would 
otherwile  be  left  to  defpair  of  a cure. 

The  compofition,  indeed,  not  being 
made  known,  may  afford  opportunity  to, 
fome  of  raifing  obje£tious  to  it,  merely 
on  that  account;  but  by  thofe  who  wfree. 
from  the [pirit  of  prejudice  andfelflntere^yVNiW 
be  allowed  matter  of  fmallconfequence  to 
the  patient,  how,  or  by  what  means  he 
is  reftored  to  'Healthy  provided  he  gets 
rid  of  his  complaints,  and  finds  him^ 
felf  fafely  and  perfedly  cured  ; and  as  a 
courfe  of  this  Diet-Drink  has  been 
repeatedly  found  (by  an  enlargement  of 
tht  Secretions)  ' to  anfwer  all  the  in-« 
tcntions  ' of  giving  Mercury^  vnthout 
confinement^  or  that  wafte  of  ftrength 
and  injury  to  the  conftitution,  which 
the  patient  muft  otherwife  underga 
by  its  liberal  ufe;  I believe  it  will 
be  granted,  that  the  method  of  cure  pro^ 
fiofed  by  this  Medicine^  is  much  more  gentle 
and  efficacious  than  • ary  other  hithertQ 
kmv^n. 

Many  of  the  pro feffion  there  are  wha 
pbllefs /the  moft  difinterefted  minds, 
and  aft  from  principles  of  juftice  and 
honour:  Such  are  ever  ready  to  give' 
fheir  patients  a chance  for  recovery 
by  all  poffible  means.  But  there 
are  others,  whofe  felfifh  feelings  will’ 
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not  allow  them  to  acknowledge  the  ' 
merit  of  any  method  or  medicine,  by 
which  they  are  not  immediate  gainers.  - 

Sir  H-mCi  whofe  cafe  is  fet  down 
at  page  105,  though  particularly  re- 
commended by  a Gentleman  . in  * 
HilJ-Streety  Berkley  Square,  was  not- 
withftanding,  for  a long  time,  pre- 
vented from  applying  to  me,  by  the' 
moft'  exceptionable  means ; but  having 
been  ill  for  feveral  years,  and  finding 
himfelf  daily  growing  worfe,  he  at  laft 
had  refolution  to  take  xht  Diet-Drink, 
and  was  perfectly  cured  in  lefs  than 
two  months.

Jive  f^Umatc  of  Mercury'hzdi.  flipt  into-  a> 
J3eMdiWn  (f  the  woods^  and  been  im^ 
ppfedon.  the  Public  for  Genuine  Lijbon^ 
jblefDflnky  which,  according  to’  a quack 
advert femehty  is  pretended  to  be  fold, 
ill  pint  boUleL.  . , 

. It  may  be  necelTary  to  remark^ 
that  when  I had  fucceeded  in  the  ex- 
traordinary cafe  of  Brice  Fijbery  Efq.. 
and  petfeiltly  cured  him  by  the  Ju{jhm 
!Diet-Driiik  in  four  mcmt/js^  after  he  had 
laboured  under  a difea|e  for  three  years 
fp  complkated  and  inveterate,  that  he 
had  repeatedly  tried  th^  various  prepa- 
rations of  Mercury^  jfitimonyy  Sarfapa^ 
rilld^  and  otlier  medkines  in.  vain,  and 
therefore  was  given  over  as  incurable  y 
a patent  .was  obtained  for  Leake's  Piily, 
by  a perfoii  who.  ilyfed  himfelf  Walter 
Leake^  Githen  of  London^  and,  if  I was 
liot  miftilforiTied,  he  might  have  added 
fourkeyffian  Bookhikder : Anxiotis  for  the 
publi'c  good,  this  indaftrious  man  nor 
only  bbuiitiftilly  diftributed  his  Hand^ 
Bills  ^to  the  multitude  palling  alon^  the 
j5ubHc  foeets,  but  alfo  polled  them  up  in 
the  ihcrfl  confprcuous  parts  of  this 
ihetrbpolis.  After  thus  for  feveral  years 
aV^img  himfelf  of  his  Name  (the  b^fis 
of  ^his  pill)  he  died  ;and  left  his  Widow 
poffeffea  5f  hi$  \1alUable  fecfet,  who,. 
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Dot  like  her  hulband,  being  (killed 
in  matters  of  phyfic,  prudently  com- 
menced partnerfhip  with  her  Bill-JUcker^ 
and  he  in  confequence  of  her  death,  as  I 
am  informed,  became  the  prefent  poflef- 
for  of  the  compound  termed  Leakers jujily 
famous  pill. 

So  much  for  the  rife  and  progrefs  of 
^ack  Medicines , with  which  the  public 
has  a right  to  be  acquainted,  in  order 
to  avoid  fuch  grofs  miftakes  as  might 
otherwife  happen  from  a want  of  proper 
diftmdlion  in  the  names  of  men  or  things. 

It  is  here  proper  to  take  notice,  that  the 
virtues  of  this  Diet-Drink  are foon  deflroyed 
by  long  keepings  and  therefore  ’tis  necef- 
fary  to  take  it  perfedily  frefo^  as  it  can- 
not, in  the  heat  of  fummer,  be  preferved 
good  and  in  its  genuine  ft  ate,  above  two  or 
three  days,  even  when  kept  in  the  cold- 
eft  cellar,  where  it  (hould  conftantly  be 
placed  in  a vefl'el  of  cold  fpring  water. 

On  this  account^  I have  been  obliged  to 
decline  fending  it  into  the  country  or  abroady 
thd  often  folicited  fo  to  do.  But  in  order 
to  remedy  the  inconvenience  of  its  not  keep-- 
ingy  I have  now  diredied  an  Extraft  to  b& 
made  from  the  Lilbon  Diet- Drink, 
which  are  concentrated  the  whole  virtues 
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of  that  Medicine^  fo  as  to  he  conveyed  to  afiy 
quarter  of  the  worlds  without  injury  to  its 
medicinal  qualities. 

The  Diet-Drink  itfelf,  when  It  can  be 
taken  frefo^  is  certainly  preferable,  efpeci- 
ally  in  Difeafes  of  the  more  obftinate 
kind ; but  the  Dxtra^  poflefles  its  vir- 
tues in  fo  great  a degree,  that  I have  re- 
peatedly found,  it  may  be  adminifter’d 
with  good  fuccefs  In  all  cafes  where  the 
firfthasbeen  recommended  ; only  it  will 
be  requifite  to  continue  it fomewhat  longer^ 
which  may  at  all  times  be  done  with 
this  peculiar  advantage,  that  its  medicinal 
qualities  are  not  impaired  by  long  keepings  and 
therefore  it  may  becommodioufly  fent  to 
the  remotef  difance^  or  taken  with  the 
patient  in  travelling,  without  incon- 
venience. 

It  has  been  remarked,  and  with  rea- 
fon,  that  powerful  medicines,  by  be- 
coming general,  are  liable  to  abufe : I 
have  therefore  chiefly  confined  the  ufe 
of  this  Dxtradi  to  thofe  under  my  own 
care;  at  leaft  it  can  only  be  fo  had  by 
Immediate  application  to  me,  either  per- 
fonally  or  by  letter^  and  not  by  any  verbal 
meffage  delivered  to  fervants  in  myab- 
fence,  who  anfwer  no  queftions  rela- 
tive to  it. 
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This  I think  proper  to  fignify,  in  or- 
der to  prevent  all  farther  unnecejfary  En- 
quiry^ or  fuch  mijiakes  and  impojitions  as 
might  otherwife  happen  ; and  for 
which  reafon,  thofc  who  take  this  Medi- 
cine mnft  receive  it  from  my  own  hand. 

The  Extract  ought  to  be  continued 
ior  a mouthy  Jtx  weeks ^ or  longer,  accor- 
ding to  the  nature  of  the  difeafe,  and 
violence  of  its  fymptoms  ; regard  being 
had  to  the  Regimen  and  manner  of  living 
fet  down  at  page  28  of  this  Differtation. 
Should  it  not  prove  laxative^  as  it  general- 
ly does,  the  patient  fhould  take  a little 
Magnejia  twice  a week,  fo  as  to  produce 
that  effect. 

There  arc  few  Difeafes  of  the  chronic 
kind^  however  obftinate,  but  will  yield 
to  a courfe  of  this  Extract,  when  re- 
gularly continued  for  a fufficient  length 
of  time,  being  a mild^  pleafant^  and  effica- 
cious Alterative^  which  may  be  taken  at 
all  feafons  of  the  year,  without  inconve- 
nience or  confinement.  It  is  foft  and 
balmy  to  the  tafte,  and  highly  rejiorative 
in  delicate  confumptive  habits^  or  broken 
conftitutions. 

It  will  cure  the  recent  Gonor- 
rhoea more  gently  and  in  lefs  time 
than  any  Medicine  I have  feen  tried ^ 
and  efFediually  remove  old  Gleets  ari- 
fing  from  veitereal  reliques^  or  ftrong 
Purgatives.  In  gouty  and  rheumatic  cafts 
it  has  repeatedly  been  found  of  the  great- 
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eft  benefit  ; and  in  the  Fluor  Alhus^  or 
that  weaknefs  peculiar  to  women  ; tier- 
vous  Dlforders^  or  low  fpirits^  which  of- 
ten proceed  from  a venereal^  fcorbutic,  or 
fcrophuloiis  taint^  it  will  free  the  patient 
from  fuch  diftreffing  maladies  ; as  well 
as  thofe  brought  on  by  Intemperance^  the 
abufe  of  Mercury^  or  other  caufes. 

The  great  variety  of  Venereal  Cafes ^ 
and  frequent  occurrence  of  other  Dif- 
eafes  where  I have  been  applied  to  for 
advice,  inable  me,  from  repeated  experi- 
ence, to  judge  with  more  certainty  of 
their  event,  and  method  of  cure.  Seve- 
ral gentlemen,  indeed,  have  confulted 
me  in  complaints  fuppofed  venereal^ 
which  were  not  really  fuch^  and  whofe 
doubts  were  thereby  removed  ; but- 
• others  who  lived  intemperately,  or 
had  occafion  to  change  their  condition 
for  a quarried  life ^ chofe  to  go  through  a 
courfe  of  the  Li/bon  Diet-Drink  for  their 
own  fatlsfadion  and  future  fecurity, 
or  left  any  reliques  of  that  Dlfeafe 
Ihould  intail  misfortunes  on  their  pof* 
terity.

&c.  the  patient  is  fometimes  feized 
with  a Bux  of  the  belly,  which  being 
an  effort  of  nature,  to  throw  off ‘morbid 
matter  by  the  bowels,  ought  Ky  ‘ all 
means  to  be  encouraged.  Agreeable 
to  this,  ’tis  evident  that  a Medicine 
which  conflantly  keeps  the  body 
open,  muft  greatly  contribute  to 
the  cure,  by  affording  the  Venereal 
Voi(on^  ov  oxhtx  difeafed  hu  a free 

paffage  by  the  intejlines^  whenever  na- 
ture determines  it  that  way.  Again, 
when  the  tainted  juices  are  throtvn  out- 
wards, and  deform  the  Ikin  with  erup~ 
tiajts^  this  Medicine  by  opening  the 
pores  and  promoting  a free  perfpiration, 
will  affifl:  in  forwarding  their  difeharge. 

The  better  to  account  for  the  effeds

TKEVeneral  poifon  is  generally  in>a-% 
gined  to  be  of  an^  acld^  corrofive  and  fixed 
nature  ; from  one  or  all  of  which  proper-^ 
ties,  ’tis  fuppofed,  almoft  ,^very  fymp- 
tom  of  the  Difeafe  may  he  accounted 
for ; however,  it  is  hard  to  a^rm,  with 
certainty,  that  thefe  qualities  adually 
rehde  .in  it  ; becaufe  we  can  only  judge, 
pf  the  nature . of  the  poifon  by  the 
i^ffeds  it  producest 

-First,  it  is  thought  to  par-* 
take  of  Acidity^  fronr  its  coagulating 
the  lymph,  and  bringing  on  obftruftion^ 
and  tumours,  in  the  feveral  lymphatiq 
Glands, 

Secondly,  ’tis  deemed  corrofive^  from 
the  ftrong  tendency  obferved  in 
Fefiereal  Ulofirs  to  fpread  and  eat 
deeper.  And  laftly,  it  is  with  great  rea- 
Ibn  fuppofed  of  fixed  nature^  becaufe 
the  infection  is  never  communicated  by 

- vapor 


irapor  or  effluvia,  as  In  the  Small-PoX', 
and  other  contagious  difeafes.  - 

The  Blood,  therefore,  being  altered 
fromits  found  ftate,  by  the  acrimony  of 
Venereal  pdlfoii  ; all  the  Fluids  fepa- 
rated  from  it  become  vitiated  and  unfit 
for  the  purpofes  of  life ; the  Solids  are 
not  only  robbed  of  their  due  fupply  of

roapy  ftate,  the  cure  will  be  fooneft 
brought  about  by  fuch  things  as  blunt 
, a^rlmonyp  thin  the  Bloody  and  evacuate 

the 
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the  offending  matter  which  occafioned; 
tfiefe  depravities.

is  direftly  fuited  to  anfwer  every  ia* 
ten’tioH  of  cure.  It  is  compofed  of 
Jallne^  penetrating  fubtile  parts,  joined 
with  a foft  rejinous  Balfam^  which  toge- 
ther make  a kind  of  natural  medicated 
Joap^  readily  mixing  .with  the  animal 
fluids,  and  with  them  eafily  conveyed

hy  fearching  to  the  extremities  of  the  fineji 
ferainers^  Jubdues  and  evacuates  the  Venereal 
Faijon.

Of  this, 
kind  are  the  fcropJoulous^  the  venereal 
and  fcorbutk  Cofijumptions^  where  the 
blood  is  tainted  with  the  leaven  of  thofe 
difeafes.  Stupor  and  giddlnefs'Of  the 
head,  coiifufion  of  ideas,  and  lofs  of  itie.^ 
mory,  attended  with  flugglihnefs,  low 
fpirits  and  flow  fever,  often  proceed 
from  the  reliquss-  of  a venereal  tainty  the 
immoderate  uje  of  mercury y or  from  a 
fcrophulous  or  fcorbutk  caufe  ; all  which, 
rob  the  blood  of  its  balfam,  and  difpole 
the  patient  to  confumption.. 

The  Lljbon  Dkt-Drhiky  if  duly  contw 
hued,  will  generally  relieve,  or  cure, 
every  fpecies  of  cOnfumption  arifing 
from  the  above  caufes,  as  at  cafe 
xxix  ; for  being  coiiftantly  and 
for  a conliderably  tipae  largely  ad-* 

mitted 
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mitted  into  the  blood,  it  will  change  Its 
whole  mafs ; by  its  aSive  penetrating 
fait,  dllTolved  in  a foft,  balfamic  liquor, 
it  will  dilute  and  leffen  the  cohefion  of 
the  animal  fluids,  by  which  means  the 
venereal  polfon^  fcorbutic^  or  fcrophulous

Of  the  Scurvy. 

THE  Scurvy^  according  to  the  beft 
writers,  cannot  properly  be  defined  a 
fimple  afFeftion  arifing  frorii  any  one 
fingle  caufe ; but  is  rather  a compli- 
cation of  Diforders,.  moft  of  which 
may  be  traced  to  their  original:  Source, ^ 
a bad  ftate  of  the  Bl^od^  Tills'" 
depravity  of  the  Blood,  may  be  occa-= 
honed  by  tedious  and  longrcontkiued 
illncfs,  which  weakens  the  vital  powers  y 
by  unwholefome  diet^  fuch  as  that  of 
fiefh-meats,  which  are  rendered  indi'-^ 
geftible,:  by  being  exceflively  dryed,. 
or  from^  the  vafl*  quantity  of  fait  ufed. 
in  preferving  them';  by  drinking  cor-' 
rupted  ftagnatlng  water,  or  breathing  a 
confined,,  moift,  inelafHe  or  putrid  air  ^ 

buir 
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a'CGordlBg  to  that  excellent  pmdlcal 
'Author  Dr.  hind^  thofe  who  h^jve  under- 
\gone'a  Jali^^^tion^  c^re  pf  all  others  the  moji 
Jubjedi  tp  this 

It  oaay  be  pbferved  of  Sea-Salty  that 
-|:he  force  of  the  digeftlve  faculties  only 
ie^ves  to  fubtilixe  its  parts,  but  is  infuf- 
theient  to  change  its  nature,  which,  aftej* 
repeated  circulations,  ftill  remains  in^ 
yincibly  the  fame ; fo  that,^  without 
thefe  falt-s,  with  which  the  Blood  is 
pyerftocked,  are  plentifully  carried  out 
:pf  the  bc^y  by  the  urinary  pajfagey  they 
•wll  fall  upoti  the  glands  of  the  Ikin,  ip 
form  of  fcorbutic  eruptions  ; or  elfc  by 
eroding  the  mufcular  fibres,  the  Blood 
will  ^extravafate,-  'and'  occafion  livid 
fpats^  efpecially  on  the  legs ; and  as 
all  animal  and  vegetable  fubftances 
become  putrid,  as  foon  as  the  progreffiye 
niption  of  theit  fluids  ceafes  i thefe 
dlfcolourations  will  often  break,  and 
become  troubleforne  Ipreading  forest

* The  gums  ^{o  grow  fpvingy,  bleed  upd0 
‘the  flighteft  touch,  and  at  laft  will 
ulcetate,  from  a corruptloti  of  the  juices 
and  the  acrimony  of  the  putrid  faliva* 

That  the  Kldnies  are  the  proper 
cretory'  organs,  by  which  this  briny 
acrimony  is  naturally  difch'arged,  is  evi- 
dent from  the  faltnefs  of  the  urine ; and 
therefore,  a Difeafe  brought  on  from  this 
quality  can  never  be  more  effeflually 
cured  than  by  a diuretic  Medicine,  which 
refilling  putrefaftion,  and  diluting  the 
Blood,  will  diflblve  the  Jharp\^  fcorhutk 
falts^  and  carry  them  off  by  aii  increafed 
urinary  difcharge^^ 

Nothing,  as  Sir  John  Pringle  obferve^y 
could  be  more  unexpe£led  than  to  find 
Sea-Salt  a haftiler  of  putrefadlion  ; yet 
his  twenty-fifth  experiment  demon'ftra^ 
bly  proves  it  to  be  fuch  ; for  though  one 
dram  of  fait,  in  two  ounces  of  watery 
preferved  fldh  fweet  twenty  four  hout^ 

longer 
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longer  than  pure  water,  yet  he  foun^^ 
.from  repeated  experiments^  that  flefh, 
with  from  five  to  ^twenty  grains  of  Sea- 
Salt,  putrified  fooner  than  the  fame 
quantity  of  flefli  infufed  in  water  only 
, and  further  obferves^  fince  fait  Is  never 
taken  in  aliment,  beyond  the  proportlom 
,of  the  corrupting  quantities  in  the  ex- 
periment, it  appears  fubfervient  to  dlgef- 
tlon,  chiefly  by  a fceptic  virtue ; and  corl-* 
fequently,  may  be  juftly  deemed  a princi-- 
pal  caufe  of  the  fcurvy. 

It  is  the  nature  of  all  animal  oils,' 
When  exaked  by  heat,  df  long  reft,  to 
acquire  a degree  of  rancidity,  fulE- 
clent  to  bring  on  a total  corruption 
of  the  humours  with  which  they 
are  mixed,  and  alfo  to  cprrode.the  Solids, 
.where  they  chance  to  ftagiiate  : This  . 
feems.  In  a great  meafure  the  cafe,  In  the 
Scurvy,  where  the  moft  evident  marks 
pf  putrefaftion  appear. 

’Tis 
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' ’Tis  found,  from  ex-perience,  that 
thing  wlil  fooner  correfl:  the  foarpnefs 
of  rank  oils,  \ki2iVL  - ^oegeiable  falts  ; for  by 
mixing  rancid  train  oil  with  pot-afoe.s^ 
it  lofes  its  fliarpnefs,  and  is  changed  into 
a foap,  which  is  a mild  innocent  fub- 
' fiance,  widely  differing  from  the  bodies 
which  produced  it. 

In  fuch  a putrid  ftate  of  humours 
as  has  been  already  hinted  at,  watery" 
diluents,  though  impregnated  with  the 
moft  proper  medicinal  virtues,  can  be  of 
little  fervice,  except  endued  with  fuch 'a 
Japonaceous  quality,  as  will  become  k 
medium  to  incorporate  and  combine  th'e 
watery  with  their  rancid  oily  parts  : The 
Lijbon  Diet-Drink  gives  the  moft  plain, 
and  vifible  proofs  of  fuch  a quality,  by 
the  froth  which  remains  on  its  furface, 
for  feveral  hours,  after  fhaking  ; and 
from  this  property  to  mix  with  the 

juices 
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juices  and  refift  putrefadlion  and  its 
power  to  evactrate  the  morbid  humours 
by  perfph'iition^  urine^  and Jloot^  it  tends  to 
the  cure  of  the  mofl:  conhrrned  Scurvy; 

Whatever  Impairs  the  Solids,  and 
diminiflies  their  force  upon  the  FluidSj, 
as  long  protrafted  chronwal  Difeafes^  a 
profufe  mercurial  S-alhation^  &c.  may 
iikewife  be  principally  concerned  in  th^ 
produdtion  of  this  Difeafe, 

In  fiich  cafes  the  Mercury  will  not 
only  farther  break  down  the  texture  of 
the  Blood  already  too  much  diffi)lved,  but 
alfo  exalt  that  degree  of  putrefaftiori 
which  before  exifted  in  it  from  the  fcor« 
butic  caufe.  Belides^  as  Dr,  Lind  juftly 
obferves,  fhe  want  of  a due  perfpiration 
may  Iikewife  account  for  the  reafon  why 
Mercury  in  fcorbutlcs,  fo  powerfully 
falls  upon  the  faiival  Glands. 
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.The  Spring  and  Summer  feem  the 
jnoft  eligible  feafons  for  taking  the  Li/hori 
DieUDnnk^  though  it  'tvill  anjwer  in fuc- 
cefs  at  all  times  of  the y ear ^ as  maybefeeri 
by  the  cafes  in  the  Appendix^  where 
• fome  of  the  patients  were  eured  in  the 
coldeft  wea.ther  ; the  ufual  quantity  be- 
ing half  a pint  twice  or  thrice  a day^ 
for  a mouthy  fix  \;treeks,  dr  longer,  in 
proportion  to  the  long  or  fiiort  duration 
of  the  Difeafe,  and  the  violence  of  the

fymptoitis^ 

Being  foft,  balmy ^ and  rejlorative^  It 
agrees  with  every  ftomach,  and  requires 
ho  confinement  ; the  patient  may  tifc  mo-’i 
derate  exercife  and  go  abroad  In  his  ufii- 
al  manner,  but  ought  to  conform  to  the 
following  Regimen.  He  fhould  avoid 
acids^  and  every  thing  fait  or  high-fea- 
foned  : Fat  meats,  hogs  flefh^  or  four  ve- 
getables, are  at  this  time  prejudicial;  let 
him  live  chiefly  upon  dry  food,  and  white 
meats  roafted,  fuch  as  veal,  rabbit,  fowls, 

|5?r«  He  fliould  abftain  from  the  imode- 

rate 
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pte  ufe  of  liquids,  efpecially  thofe  of  thq 
fpirituous  kind,  and,  at  meals,  drini^. 
Sparingly  of  any  of  the  light  white 
wines,  diluted  with  water. 

This  was  the  method  obferved  in  ad- 
miniftering  the  Diet-Drink  at  Lijhon^^ 
where  it  fucceeded  in  the  moft  deplorable 
cafes  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe^  and  other 
chronic  DiforderSj  arifing  from  impurcy 
dijlempered  Bloody  even  when  all  other 
mcdicinesi  proved  ineffedtual  ; and,  for 
that  reafon  it  was  often  recommended 
by  the  moft  eminent  Phyjicians  and  5^r- 
geons  there.  Being  honeftly  folicitous  for 
their  patientsrecovery,  they  were  not  pre- 
judiced againft  any  means  which  could 
effedl  it.  Such  Uberal  behaviour  was  not 
a little  different  from  that  of  thofe  who, 
altho’  convinced  of  its  fuperiof  ^acy^  by 
daily  and  incontefi able  proofs ^ find  it  their 
intereft  to  oppofe  its  adminiftration,  from 
principles  of  mere  felfifhnefs,  or  meanly 
deceive  the  credulous  patient,  by  giving 
fomething  of  a different  nature  under  th^ 
fame  name,.

MANNER  OF  It*  ACTION  on  the 

SOLIDS  AND  FLUIDS, 

^y^ERCURY,  or  Quick-Silver,  is  a 
ponderous  mineral  fluid,  confifl:- 
ing  of  very  minute  globular  parts,  eafily 
diviflble,  and  the  heavlefl:  of  all  bo- 
dies, excepting  gold  ; Its  effeflis  on  the 
'parts  of  the  human  Body  are  various 
and  furprizing,  but  iii  general,  may 
be  accounted  for,  from  its  gravity, 
dlvifibllity  and  figure  ; by  the  firft 
property j it  may  be  confidered  to  a£t 

with 
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tvith  a mechanical  power,  like  that  o( 
the  wedge,  &c.  by  the  fecond,  it  be* 
comes  capable  of  infinuating  itfelf  Into, 
and  pervading  the  moft  minute  capillary 
Veffels  ; and  by  the  third,  ’tis  exqui- 
fitely  fitted  for  motion  and  circulation, 
when  mixed  with  animal  Fluids. 

The  preparations  of  this  mineral,  as 
applied  to  the  pradtice  of  Medicine,  have 
afforded  fubjeQ:  for  various  opinions,  her 
ing,  by  fome,  deemed  highly  pernicious 
and  fuf^dted  of  arfenical  qualities^  con- 
fequently  a dangerous  Poifon,  and  unfit 
for  medicinal  purpofes  ; others  again, 
have  applauded  their  excellence,  and 
zealoufly  infifted  on  their  fafety  and  ef- 
ficacy in  many  Difeafes,  particularly  that 
of  the  Lues  Fenerea  ; but  both  parties 
have  certainly  erred  in  the  extreme  ; 
for  the  firft  rafhly  condemned  this  medi- 
cine, from  the  terrible  fymptoms  that 
followed  its  improper  ufe,  without  ever 

confidering 
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confidering  that  the  horrid  devailation 
it  made  was  more  owing  to  its  immode- 
rate quantity,  than  to  any  deleterious 
quality  relidlng  in  it.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  advocates  for  it,  too  laviihly  com^ 
mended  it,  without  fufficiently  attend- 
ing to  thofe  particular  cafes^  in  which 
later  experience  proves  it  to  be  extremely 
pernicious^; 

Medicines,  therefore,  like  other 
things,  derive  their  value  from  their  proper 
ufcy  fince  wc  find  the  fame  me^ 
dicinal  fubftances  good  or  bad,  ac^ 
trording  to  .fhe  man;ier  of  their  appli-. 
cation-,. 

Mercury,  in  its  pureft  ftatc,  feems 
void  of  all  acrimony,  except  divefted  of 
its  natural  ;form  by  a ehymical  procefs  ; 
and  fuch  is  the  peculiar  property  of  this 
Fluids  that  its  ultimate  particles  will  ftill 
retain  their  fpherical  figure,  though  di^ 

vided 
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ViAed  and  refolved  into  the  moft  fnbtlle 
vapour ; and  fince  it  is  fuppofed  to  ad: 
\ipon  the  human  body  by  its  gravity-, 
'divifibility^  aud  figure^  ^tis  highly  probable 
ihat  all  elaborate  chymcal  procejfes,  by 
changing  'its  figure,  lefiening  its  gravity, 
and  jixiflg  its  motion,  rather  tend  fo  dejlfoy 
than  e^alt  its  medicinal  virtues. 

Mercurials,  when  judicioufly  giveiij 
iVill  generally  cure  the  Pox  in  robuft  ha- 
bitsyet  there  are  inany  conftitutions 
\vhich  have  fuffered  fo  much  from  the 
long  continuance  of  the  difeafe,  and 
improper  ufie  ofi mercury,  that  they  are  un- 
able any  longer  to  withftand  the  force 
of  fevere  remedies,  aiid  would  unavoid- 
ably link  under  a faJivation,  which,  with 
a long  courfe  of  abftinerice,  during  the 
J)rogrefs  of  it,  would  bring  on  fuch 
wafte  of  body,  as  never  to  be  repaired  ; 
fo  that  many  patients,  though  pethaps 
cured  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  would 
languilh  out  their  days,  and  at  laft  die 
D of 
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of  ^ Confumptlofii  This  I have  dfteil 
feen  with  much'  concern,  efpeeially  iit 
delicate  ebiiftitiitions.

With  a view  therefore  to  caution 
againft  the  Indifcrimiiiate  ufe  of  mercury 
in  all  cafes  fuppofed  Venereal ; I Ihall 
endeavour  to  fhew  how  it  may  be  hurt-^ 
ful  to  a weakly  conftitution,  or  where 
the  Venereal  Difeafe  is  complicated 
others^  which  may  be  exafperated  by 
its  adminiftratloni 

Mercury  is  a fluids  whofe  fpedfic 
gravity  is  fourteen  times  greater  than 
that  of  blood  ; and  though  the  quantity 
of  motion  in  the  mercurial  globules, 
when  mixed  with  Blood  in  the  largeft 
veffels,  is,  at  firft  but  fourteen  times 
greater  than  the  globules  of  Blood  ; yet, 
in  the  fmaller  branches  of  the  arteries, 
it  will  be  above  a hundred  times  greater, 
according  to  the  calculation  of  the 
learned  AJlrm^ 


It 
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It  is  evident  what  muft  be  the  cdri-^ 
fequence  of  this  great  difpropOrtioli 
between  the  iiicreafed  motion  of  thd 
blood,  and  refiftance  of  its  veffels ; fot 
as  they  are  afted  upOn  by  a force  one 
hundred  times  greater  than  they  fuf- 
tained  in  a natural  ftate,  it  is  requifite 
their  power  of  refiftance  fhould  be  nearly 
a hundred  tiiiies  greater  than  before,  to 
counteraft  the  velocity  of  the  blood’s 
motion ; but  this  is  fo  far  frorti  being 
the  cafe  in  a Salivation,  that  the  folids, 
iiiftead  of  being  ftrengthened,  are  weak- 
ened and  relaxed  more  and  more ; firft, 
from  the  flender  diet  enjoined  in  the  fa- 
livation  ; fecondly,  fro’^m  the  addition  of 
Mercury  entering  the  blood  ; and  laftly^ 
ftom  the  profufe  and  immoderate  dif-^ 
charge  of  faliva*  • 

Thus  the  mutmil  balance  between  the 
folids  and  fluids  being  dejiroyef  the  feveral 
vital  fundlions  will  become  rapid,  Irre- 
^ D ^ g^dar, 
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gular,  and  difconcerted,  by  which  th'6 
body  will  be  worn  out  before  Its'  time^. 
like  a watch>  whofe  maitifpring  is  made' 
to  a£fc  with  too  much  violence  upon  it« 
fubordinate  movements. 

Prom  hence  it  plainly  appears,  that 
ifter  taking  Mercury  in  large  quantities, 
the  Blood  adfs  with  the  greateft  vinlencG' 
at  a time  when  the  folids  are  leaft  able' 
to  refill  it,  and  confequently  by  its 
rapidity,  may  burji  Its  containing  vejfels^  as- 
appears  evident  from  the  patients  bloody 
Stools y and  a difcharge  of  blood  from  the 
nofe,  mouth,  or  lungs.  So  grofs  and 
dangerous  is  the  miftake  of  rating  the 
patient’s-  fafety  by  the  quantity  of  mer- 
cury adminiftered,  that  it  has  proved 
deftruftive  to  the  conflltutions  of-.thou-^ 
fands. 

Without  dlfregarding  the  tefllmony' 
of  truth,  It  cannot  be  denied  that  this 
remedy  is  often  attended  with  confe-- 

^aences* 
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quences  not  only  dangerous  but  fatal,^ 
particularly  where  a he^ic  Fever  pre- 
^ vails,  or  \vhere  the  lungs  or  any  of  the 
fofter  internal  parts  are  in  a decayed fate  ; 
for  to  give  Mercury  'with  freedom  in  fuch 
cajes^  'Would  he  giving  certain  Death  to  the 
patient,, 

For  the  rcafons  already  laid  down,  it 
will  dilpofe  the  body  to  a ftate  of  univer- 
fal  relaxation,  which  will  become  the  pa- 
rent of  ftubborn  and  fometimes  incura- 
ble chronic  complaints,  fuch  as  excef- 
five  IVeaknefs^  Confumption^  Dropfy^  hediic 
Fever j and  Melancholly^  or  a total  indif- 
ference to  the  enjoyments  of  life  ; for  as 
the  ftrength  of  animals  is  fuppofed  to  be 
in  proportion  to  their  quantity  of  blood, 
Jiow  great  muft  be  the  weaknefs  of  body 
after  a falivaiion^  where  the  veffels, 
which  were  before  enlarged  and  over- 
trained beyond  meafure,  are  now  drained 
^ gf  their  balmy ^ nutritious  juices^  and  of  a 
D 3 fuddea 
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f\idden  left  almoft  empty,  from  the  pra-s 
fufe  difcharge  of faliva,  urine y 2i\\^Jweat  t 

Every  pne,  frpm  his  Q\yn  expc- 
fkace,  may  know  the  iiicorivenienGc  at- 
tending a Ample  fprain  xvi  any  part  of  the 
body,  and  how  long  it  is  before  the  af- 
fefted  part  regains  its  former  ftrcngth. 
tThe  fanae  paufe,  though  in  a lefs  degree, 
will  ,Rlfo  account  for  the  exceffiye  weak-: 
nefs  that  fo  often  follows  a high-raifed 
Salivation,  or  the  inarnoderate  ufe  of 
Mercury  ; for  in  both  cetfes  the  nature  of 
the  injury  is  the  fanae,  vk,  the  applica- 
tion gf  a greater  force  to  the  fohds  thar^ 
their  natural  ftrufture  can  bear ; only 
in  the  firft,  the  efFedl  is  inftantaneoufly 
]j>rodviced  in  a particular  part,  with  the 
fenfe  of  pain  ; but  in  the  laft  is  imiverfal^ 
and  b|-ought  about  by  degrees  fq  flow 
§nd  infenfible,  as,  not  to  give  fuch  manh 
marks  of  approaching  danger, 

i A ' * i 
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Indigestion  and  Dejedilonoi  Spirits^ 
are  likewlfe  diforders  more  immediately 
arifing  from  relaxation  than  any  other 
caufe,  as.  is  evident  by  the  means  which 
relieve  them,  for  whatever  braces  the 
fibres  and  increafes  mufqular  motion, 
Celdom  fails  of  reftoring  the  appetite  and 
Ipirits, 

The  contraction  of  the  heart  is  allb, 
at  this  time,  extremely  weak,  and  that 
power  which  the  folids  ought  to  exert 
upon  the  fluids  being  wanting,  the  cir- 
culation becomes  languid,  the  motion  of 
the  blood  at  its  laft  ebb,  and  perfpiratioii, 
almoft  totally  obftruCted  ; and  thus  that . 
vapour  which  ought  cqnftantly  to  exhale 
from  the  pores^  of  the  Ikin,  being  re- 
talned,  the  veffels  will  be  overloaded 
wltli  water,  and  a bloated  dropfigal  habit 
^ generally  enfues,

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. . In  fucTi  a ftate  of  bodily  weakneft,^' 
the  nourifliment  derived  from  the  food 
in  ‘the  ftotnach  is  not  fafficiently  di-^. 
gefced  and  prepared,  land  confequently 
enters  tbc' blood  in  a crud©.,  unconcodleA 
ftate,  without  being  fo  fubduedi  and  ftib- 
tilized  by  the  circulating  powers,  as- 
duly  to  nourifh  the  body ; hence  th^ 
patient  frequently  falls  into  a confumpihn^

It  feems  alfo  neceffiiry  here  to  take 
notice,  that  Mercury  does  not  always: 
carry  off  the  infefliou  by  raifing  a fpit** 
ting  ; for  there  have  been  many  in-/ 
ftances,  where  that  could  not  poffibly  be. 
procured,  notwithftanding  its  plentiful 
ufe,  and  yet  the  patient  wa^  perfedlly 
freed  from  all  his  Venereal  fymptoms  \ 
which  clrcumftance  evidently  ihews, 
that  Salivation,  though  principally  de- 
pended upon,  is  ^not  ejjentially  nccejfary 
fv  ih  curco 
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This  I imagine  might  be  the  rea^ 
fpn  which  firft  gave  rife  to  the  prac- 
fice  of  curing  the  Pox  by  Mercury 
Without  a Salivation ; for  when  it 
peared  from  experience,  that  the  cure 
was  brought  about  bj^  an  enlargement  of 
the  fecretions^  without  the  leaft  falivaiy 
difcharge,  ’twas  rational  to  conclude 
the  difcafe  might  be  removed  by  pro-? 
moting  thefe  fecretions  without  fubje£l- 
ing  the  patient  to  the  feverity  of  a fali-i 
' vation. 

Besides,  the  fuccefs  attending  faliva** 
tion  ought  not  to  be  afcribed  to  a pecu-s 
liar  fpecific  property  inherent  in  Mer^? 
cury,  for  ’tis  generally  believed,  that  if 
any  other  medicinal  fubftance  qould  be 
found,  which  would  diflblve  the  blood, 
and  occafion  the  like  difcharge  hy  faliva, 
urine,  and  fto5!,  that  would  in  all  re- 
|pe£ls,  as  effeftuall^  cure  the  Venereal 
. .pifeafe, 

Xm 
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mineral  fo  often  mentioned,  has 
been  Gharged  by  the  ancients  with  m^ny 
pernicious  cjualities^  and  fome  ^ chferva^ 
tioiis  pf  very  modern  date,  feem  to  fe^ 
cond  tlieir  opinion,  • fuggefting  that  it 
taifes  a falivation  only  by  virtue  of  fame 
arfenkal  properties^  with  which  it  is  inti- 
mately mixed,  and  which  alone  .produce 
all  the  ill  effeSs  arifing  from  its  ufe  ; 
but  fetting  that  ahde,  all  its  bad  confer 
quenc.es  may  be  deduced  frpm  its  weight 
and  preffure,  by  which,  according  to 
J^firuc^  it  may  overload  the  f of  ter  vifeera^ 
and  tear  ajunder  the  d'tft^nded  00ts  of  the 
vejjelsf 

. This  opinion  is  confirmed  and  proved 
even  to  demonftratipny  from  an  experh 
ment  by  Dr.  Moulin^  in  the  Philof, 
Tranfaft.-  No.  192,  p.  4&6.  where,  by 
injediag  crude  Mercury  into  the  jugokr' 
vein  of  a dog,  the  mercurial  globules  had 
burft  through  the  fmall  veffels  in  the 

lungSjj 
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iungs,  and  forced  their  way  to  the  fur?? 
face,  fepar,ating  their  external . covering 
ifi  forfTi  of  Irnall  blifters,  and  where  the 
globules  lay  cpnfpicuous  to  the  nake4 
eye  ; as  this  feems  pertinent  to  th.e  pre^ 
fent  fubje<3:.,  I haye  tranfcribed  a few 
lines, at  the  cpAclufion,  as  the  refujt  iif 
Jfhe  experirnent; 

F-RPM  hence  may  appear  the  danger 
of  uling  Mercury  in  human  bpdics^ 
fo  a.^  to  get  into  the  maf§  pf  bipod, 
efpecially  in  the  lungs,  becaufe  they 
are  of  a lax,  fpungy  texture,  and  waxit 
that  brilk  ftrong  mptlpn,  which  the 
xnufcle^  have  jn  other  parts,,  whereby 
they  are  enabled  to  force  it  along  with 
the  bipod,  in  prder  to  the  railing  a Sa-r 
livation.  That  Mercury  has  this 
effecl  on  the  human  Lungs,  is  plain 
from  wliaf  we  daily  fee  in  perfons 
that  have  been  falivated,  whp  are  af- 
terwards  ,obferved  to  die  of  Confump^ 
fms.^  that  will  yield  to  no  M^dlclne^'' 

Qught 
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Ought  we  aot  therefore  to  be  ex» 
tremely  cautious  in  propofing  the  ufe  of 
Mercury  to  fuch  as  are  of  lax  habits,  and 
piuch  Wafted,  whole  Splids  cannot  but 
with  great  Injury,  fuftain  the  vaft  ftrefs 
laid  upon  them  by  fueh  a remedy  ? A 
confeejuence  ftill  more  dangerous  muft 
attend  thofe  who  labour  under  an  inward 
JDecaj/y  and  yet  unwarily  fubmit  to  a 
mercurial  cqurfe ; for  here  the  rarifle4 
blood  will  rulh  upop  the  difeafed  bowels 
with  a force  fuperior  to  their  reliftance, 
and  by  the  violence  of  its  motion,  break 
down  and  deftroy  their  tender  texture  5 
or  inflame  apd  bring  a collediion  of  matter 
on  the  affeded  part,  which  burfting  in- 
wardly, would  quickly  deftroy  the  pa- 
tient, 

Fallopius  afferts,  that  the  Mercury-^ 

miners  are  always  Jhort-lived^^  for  in  a 

few  months  they  begin  to  tremble,  and 

fcarcely 
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fearcely  any  of  them  live  to  the  thir4 
year:  Alfoaccording to fromi 
the  authority  of  fcveral  writers,  they  die 
miferably,  being  affefted  with  paJJteSi 
giddinefs,  and  he^k  fever i 

In  a word:,  the  immoderafe  ufe  of  Mer^ 
€ury  has  been  found,  from  repeated  expe- 
rience, greatly  to  injure  the  brain  and 
nertesy  and  by  weafeening  the  animal 
fyftem,-  fubjedts  the  patient'  to  gouty  ner^ 
i)ous  dforderSy  lofs  of  memory  y cmfufon  of 
ideaSy  low  fpititSy  and  rfielancholly.  By 
robbing  tide  blood  of  its  natural  balfamy  it 
dlfo  lejjens  the  fecretion  of  fenieny  impairs 
the  procreative  faculties y and  hafens  old  age 4 
It  taints  the  breathy  loofens  the  teethy  and 
render  s'  the  gums  fpungyy  putridy  aud  offen^ 
fve.^

HIercurV  therefore,  though  a power-' 
ful  and  excellent  Medicine  in  many 
cafes,  when  ufed  with  caution,  if 

mifappliedy 
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fell^ppiied^  it  daily  is,  to  the  dertriici* 
tioii  of  man;^  eotlftituti^ilSj  like  a fword 
in  thfe  tiands  of  a madman,  becomes  the 
inftriinleht  of  irreparable  ills^  and  rerr 
ders  the  remedy  moire  dangerous  than 
the  dijeafei  ^ It  a£hs  as  it  is  afted  xipon 
by  the  vitcll  irhpnlfe^  and  whenever  that 
is  wanting  to  tranfinlt  it  to  the  difeafed^ 
part,  itfdils  of  fuccefs^  dnd  becomes  of  fi6

FroM  this  plainly  fee  that  It  has 
hd  fpeeific  pfoperty  in  fubdiiliig  thd  Ve- 
nereal Fdifori  ; that  it  wdrks  a cure  by' 
its  graviiy  and  mtchmicdl  preffure^^  and 
thai  it  drhes  dUt  the  Difedje^  but  with  it  the 
hdlfny^  HUtriiwus  jukes ^^hkh'  are  the  very

dercd,  vki  Mercury  and  the  Dlet^ 
Drink  ; the  particular  cafes,  where  the 
one  is  evidently  preferable  to  the  other, 
have  been  referred  to  the  lafti 

First  then,  Mercury  is  by  all  al- 
lowed dangerous  in  imiverfal  weaknefs 

and 
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arid  relaxation  of  the  foiids,  where  it  is 
feared  the  confumpti^e  patient  might  fuik 
Under  the  lofs  of  a profufe  falivary  dif- 
charge^  or  where  the  veffels,  from  theii: 
decay,  have  loft  their  yibrating  power^ 
and  cannot  fulficiently  re-a£t  upon  the 
circulating  fluids  for  in  this  cafe  the 
niercurial  atoms  diffufed  throughout 
the  blood,  will  not  only  prove  ineffec- 
tual^  but  further  inflame,  break 
down,  and  deftroy  the  difeafed  parts^ 
till  at  length,  extravafating  the  juices, 
they  will  fublide  by  their  own  gravity, 
unite  with  each  other,  arid  form  globules^ 
fuch  as  have  been  obferved  in  the  decayed 
bone^  or  impojlhumated  parts  of  dead  bodies^ 
after  a fSivatiom 

Secondly,  where  the  Venereal  lyifeafe 
is  complicated  with  the  Gout  or  Scurvy  % 
for  fcorbutic  Ulcers  of  the  mouth,  ^c^ 
are  by  this  means,  greatly  irritated  and 
E often 
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<>ften  become  gangrenous  from  the  exhi- 
'bition  of  Mercury  ; and  gouty  dif- 
orders  are  alfo  aggravated  by  its 
life,  which  inflames  and  corrupts 
the  mouth  and  gums,  loofens  the 
teeth,  and  renders  the  breath  offeii- 
live ; whereas  the  T>ieUT>rink^  tends  to 
preferve  it  fweet  and  balmy ^ by  corre£lIng 
the  blood,  and  evacuating  the  putrid 
humours  by  the  feveral  difeharges  of 
perfpiration^  urine^  and  JlooL 

Bachjlrom^  a Dutch  Phyfician,  toge- 
ther with  Hoffman^  here  both  condemn, 
the  ufe  of  Mercury,  and  Ktmuller  ob- 
ferves  that  it  is  fo  pernicious  in  the 
Scurvy,  that  the  Dutch  abftain  from  it 
even  in  Venereal  Cafes,  for  fear  they 
fhould  be  complicated  with  that  Dif- 
eafe. 

* Kramer  alfo  Informs  us,  that  four 
hundred  of  the  imperial  troops  in  Hun^ 


^ Krameri  DllTcrt.  Epiaol.  de  Scorbuto* 
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£^a/y  nevir  who  took  Mercury y 

without  his  advice,  all  died  by  the  dread- 
ful confequeiices  of  a Salivation,  with 
the  lofs  of  their  Teeth  and  Gums. 

Thirdly,  where  the  Pox  ts  coniplU 
cnted  with  fcrophulous  tumours  of  the 
neck,  which  may  be  fo  enlarged  by  Mer- 
cury as  to  comprefs  the  contiguous 
veins,  and  caufe  a fit  of  the  apoplexy, by 
putting  a flop  to  the  returning  Blood: 
And  even  in  thofe  cafes  of  the  TLvil  or 
Leprojy  where  Mercury  may  be  givert 
with  fafety,  * it  feldom  ever  effe^s  a tho^ 
rough  cure ; for  though  the  fymptoms 
are  alleviated  for  a time,  they  at  length: 
return  with  their  wonted  feverity.  This 
in  fome  meafure  may  ferve  as  a proof 
that  the  Leprojy^  Kings  EvU,  and  Pox^  are 
three  diftin^  Dijeafes ; for  if  thefe  Were 
only  different  fpccies  of  the  fame  Dif^ 
eafe,  produced  by  the  Venereal  Poifbn, 
Ba  Mercury 

* Willis  de  Dcp.  Grecori 
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Mercury  properly  given  would  be  likely 
to  fubdue  them  all,  however  diverlified 
by  climates  or  conftitutions. 

Fourthly,  where  night  fweats  pre-* 
vail,  or  in  an  habitual  Diarrh^a^  where' 
the  Mercury  by  its  fuperior  weight, 
would  force  open  the  veflels  of  the 
Bowels  and  bring  on  a Bloody  Flux* 

Fifthly,  in  confumpthe  cafes ^ aN 
tended  with  weak  or  decayed  Lungs^  or 
in  bilious  Diforders^  where  the  Liver  is 
difeafed  or  obftru£led  ; for  if  the  obftruc- 
tion  does  not  readily  give  way,  the 
force  of  the  circulating  Blood,  affifted 
by  the  gravity  of  Mercury,  may  burft 
the  veflels,  and  Gceafion  a Ipitting  of 
blood,  or  bring  the  affedted  part  to 
fuppuration  and  deflroy  the  tender  tex-» 
tyre  of  that  Bowel. 

Sixthly,  in  pregnant  Women^  where 
Mercury,  by  increafing  the  circulation, 

would 
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«VK3uid  force  the  tender  Embryo  from 
its  connexion  with  the  womb,  and 
cajlon  abortion. 

Seventhly,  in  the  infant  fate^ 
where  the  rapidity  of  the  Blood’s  mo-* 
tion  would  aft  with  greater  force  upon 
the  Solids  than  their  tender  Fibres 
could  bear,  and  confequently  bring 
on  bloody  ftos'Js,  Convullipns  and  other 
fatal  lymptoms. 

These  are  fome  of  the  many  parti- 
cular cafes,  ii^  which  Mercury,  is 
cither  dangerous  or  InefFeftual,  as  thofe, 
who  happen  to  fubmit  to  it,  will  be 
convinced  by  dear  bought  experience ; for 
if  the  patient  is  extremely  weak  aad 
languid,  this  method  will  only  ferve 
IHll  farther  to  exhaufl:  and  infeeble  him ; 
and  inftead  of  affording  him  the  relief 
he  fought  for,  he  will  find  his  too 
E 3 ' fanguiae 
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fangulne  expectations  ending  in  dif- 
appolntment. 

Whoever  defires  to  be  more  fully 
acquainted  with  the  dangerous  efFedls 
of  Mercury^  may  confult  Dr.  Robmfon^s 
excellent  Ttreatlfe  on  the  Venereal  Dif- 
eafe\  where,  befides  the  cafes  already 
mentioned,  may  be  found  many  more 
in  which  it-  is  highly  pCCjudicial,  and 
where,  I believe,  all  candid  judges  will 
give,  the  preference  to  the  Lijhon 
Dr/nky — a Medicine  gentle  and  mild  in  its 
cffe^Sj  and,  which  by  a regular  and 
long  continued  ufe,  .is  not  only  much 
more  fafe  but  alfo  more  certain  in  totalh 
eradicating  every  fpecies  of  the  Venereal 
Dljeafe^  as  well  as  of  repairing  the  in*^ 
juries  done  to  the  conftitution  by  tho 
improper  ufe  of  Mercury.

In  this  MW  Edition  I have  omitted 
many  cafes  wffilch  were  formerly  In-

fuffers  both  confinement  aud  hfs  offirength, 
but  by  the  laft  may  alfuredly  be  reftored 
to  health  at  full  liberty,  without  either

Scorbutic  Siruptions  with  glandular  JweU 


lings  in  the  Nccky  and  Abfcejfes  in  ths 
Arm-^pib. 

'Cabinet-Maker  near  Golding-Square^ 


(from  his  own  account)  had  been 
^fcffli(3:ed  with  an  iiiyeterate  Scurvy  for 
JixyearSy  which  every  Spring  and  Au- 
tumn attacked  him  with  redoubled 
vigour ; The  Difeafe  began  with  vio- 
knt  gnawing  pains ^ which  wandered 
about  and  became  almoft  intolerable  in 
the  night,  but  were  fonaewhat  abated 
towards  inornlng; 

At*  firft,  I could  hardly  help  thinking 
they  m^ht  arife  from  fomething  Vene- 
real, but  from  talking  with  him  I found 
he  was  perfeftly  free  from  every  fymp-* 
tprn  of  that  fort— He  had  Eruptions  on 
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the  hands,  legs  and  arms,  from  which' 
a clear  glairy  molllure  ouzed  forth,  and 
growing  dry,  gradually  hardened  into 
thick,  horny  crujis^  which  at  laft  peeled 
off,  and  were  again  immediately  fuc- 
ceeded  by  others  of  the  Ikne  kind. 

These  iymptoms  were  accompanied 
with  inadiivhy^  and  lofs  of  ftrength, 
from  his  profufe  night  fweats,  as  well 
as  wearinefs  and  a pain  in  the  mufcular 
parts,  as  after  immoderate  exercife  : He , 
had  fometimes  a bleeding  from  the 
nofe,  with  itching  and  Spungmefs 
of  the  gums^  which  bled  upon  the 
flighteft  touch, 

About  two  years  before,  feveral  fmall 
glandular  fwellings  appeared  in  his 
neck,  and  likewife  under  his  arm- 
pits,  the  laft  of  which  came  to  fup- 
puration  and  were  opened. 

From  the  patient’s  account,  the 
wound  digefted  badly,  and  though 

without 
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wlthoiit  much  pain  or  fymptomatic 
Fever,  a frefh  colledtion  of  matter 
was  brought  upon  the  part,  which 
was  difcharged  by  incifion  as  before, 
notwithftanding  the  fore  made  no'  ad- 
vance towards  healing,  but  dege- 
nerated into  a fimous  Ulcer^  which 
turned  out  tedious  in  the  cure,  and 
was  ’ laid  open  feveral  times  before 
that  was  effefted. 


During  the  time  of  his  illnefs  he 
had  tried  feveral  Medicines,  viz.  Mer^ 
curial  Phyjtc^  the  purging  waters-with 
Mthiof  s Mineral^  for  a month  toge-* 
ther;  and  likewife  the  different  kinds 
of  anti-fcorbutic  Diet-Drinks,  and  de- 
codiions  of  farfafarillay  but  to  little 
purpofe. 


November  the  6th  1755,  he  ap- 
plied to  me,  and  at  that  time,  befides 

the 
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f^^mptoms  already  mentioned,  ho 
Jiad  great  dij^ulty  in  breathings  and 
acute  pains  under  his  ftioulder-blades* 

I dirciSied  hhii  the  Ll/bon  DieuDrink^ 
by  the  ufe  of  whidi  his  pain  went  - 
off  in  about  ten  days,  and  he  could  breathe 
with  eafe ; foon  after,  the  Eruplons 
On  the  hands,  arms,  began  to  fall 
off,  and  at  the  end  of  a month  he 
had  a good  appetite,  andi  was  per*^ 
fe£lly  cured,

The  Medicine  kept  his  body  mode^ 
tately  laxativey  and  reniarkably  increafid 
the  urinary  difcharge. 

CASE  II, 

Gonorrhoea  of  hng  fundings  with 
lent  Fain  and  Prejfure  at  the  neck  of 
the  Bladders  and  frepent  Endeawur 
to  make  Water. 

March  the  12th  1755,  a gentle- 
man of  a fanguine  conftitution,' 
aged  tl)firty-five,  applied  to  me ; By  his 

account 
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account  he  had  beeia  extremdy  ill 
treated ; for  though  his  eomplaint  was, 
at  firftj  only  a running  with  heat  and  iii» 
flammation  of  the  uriiiary  paffage,  h^ 
had  been  liberally  plied  with  Mermrj^ 
and  Jirong  purges^  inftead  of  hkedmg^ 
plentiful  dilutim,  and  {he  uf§  of  meA, 
UentSi 

He  was  rendered  extremely  low  and 
Weak,  by  this  rough,  injudielous  treats 
^ inentj  which  by  irritating  the  inflamed 
parts  brought  on  a violent  pain  at  the 
^ neck  of  the  Bladder,  with  a forcing, 
and  frequent  endeavour  to  make  water, 
which  he  voided  in  fmall  quantities,  and 
with  much  pain  : This  complaint  at  laft 
ended  in  a total  JuppreJJim  of  urine ^ in- 
fomuch  as  to  oblige  him  to  have  it 
drawn  oft  by  the  Catheter^  and  after- 
wards he  was  directed  to  the  ufe  of  the 
^ Bougee*— — I found  him  feverlfli  and 
weak,  and  his  bowels  fo  tender  from  .his 
N preceding 
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preceding  treatment,  as  hardly  to  bear 
any  thing  he  eat  or  drank,  without  fe- 
vere  griphgs  and  frequent  fools.— \ dh 
re£led  ten  ounces  of  Blood  to  be  taken 
away,  ordered  him  an  opiate  at  night, 
and  an  emulfion  to  be  taken  occafionally, 
which  abated  his  pain,  and  had  other- 
wife  a good  efFeft*  A few  days  after  he 
began  the  Lijhon  Diet-Drink^  which 
gently  opened  his  body.  In  a fhort 
time  the  irritation  and  forcing  down- 
at  the  neck  of  the  Bladder  abated,  and  ^ 
the  heat  and  inflammation  of  the  uri- 
nary paffage  gradually  went  off.  He  has 
fince  remained  free  from  every  Venereal 
fymptom,  and  at  prefent  is  perfectly 
well. 

CASE  III. 

Druptions  on  the  Body^  an  Jjlcer  m the 
Mouthy  and  a Bubo. 

A Gentleman  of  family  and  fortune, 

^ of  a plethoric  habit,  and  good  ^ 
conftitution,  perceived  a fmall  tumour 
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in  the  right  groin,  which  by  a Siirgeoli 
in  the  country  was  judged  to  be  the 
efFedt  of  a cold,  and  confequently  difre- 
garded  ; it  continued  to  increafe  for  five 
weeks  till  it  became  big  as  a large  WalU 
nut^  at  which  period,  a fludluation  of 
matter  was  fenfible  to  the  touch,  and 
the  Surgeon  no  longer  doubting  of  its 
being  a Venereal  Bubo^  propofed  to  lay 
it  open  by  incifion,  but  waiting  too  long 
for  the  pointing  of  the  tumour,  the  col- 
ledled  matter  was  abforbed  into  the  mafs 
of  Blood,  leaving  behind  it  a hard 
indolent  {welling,  which  would  neither  dif- 
perfe  nor fuppurate : Soon  after  an  Ulcer  ap^ 
peared  In  his  throat  near  the  right  ‘TonJU 
Gland^  and  at  the  fame  time  he  had  dry 
Eruptions  on  the  fkin  with  brown  fpots 
which  peeled  off  like  Bran  ; this  iiir 
duced  him  to  come  to  hondon  for  far- 
ther advice  ; where  at  his  arrival,  he 
was-  advifed  to  undergo  a Salivation^ 
but  by  the  recommendation  of  a gen- 
tleman 
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tkman  in  the  Temple^  he  applied  to  me^ 
the  Buh  being  at  that  time  in  a man- 
gier fjchirrms^ 

April' the  5th,  i^sh  j him 
tipon  a courfe  of  the  Diet  Drink^  which 
brought  the  Bubo  to  fuppuratipn^  fp 
that  a cauftic  being  applied,  the  matter 
Was  dlfehargedj  and  the  ule^r^  healed 
firni  and  fopad  ffoiP  th^  bottom.  To- 
wards the  end  of  his  courfe,  the  Ulcer 
in  the  mouth  heukdy  his  Jkin  was  clear 
B^uptions  ; he  was  perfe£lly  Cured  in  a 
month,  and  has  remained  well  ever 

fihee^ 

The  Diet-Drink  fw^ated  him  and 
kept  his  body  gently  open.  As  this 
gentlemai|  had  lived  freely,  I was 
-obliged  at  firft  to  allow  him  half  a pint 
arid  afterwards  a pint  of  wine  a day  : 
He  frequented  the  public  diverfi^ns, 
and  never  was  confined  during  the 
whole  courfe. 


CASE 
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G A S E IV, 

Sluhborn  Scorbutic  Head-Ach^  with 
I Eruptions  on  the  Body^ 

A Clerk  to  a timber-merchant^  aged 
twenty- four,  had  for  eight  years 
been*  conftantly  more  or  lefs  trou- 
bled with  a ftubborn  fcorbutk  Head* 
Ach\  the  pain  was  chiefly  fixed  to  the 
right  temple,  and  fo  violent  by  turns, 
as  almoft  to  reach  a fit  of  diftraftion.' 
At  fuch  times  it  generally  brought  on 
vomiting,  like  that  from  a concuffioa 
of  the  Brain,  attended  with  ftiffiiefs 
and'  fwelling  of  his  Eye  on  the  fame 
fide.  He  could  not  eat,  or  fleep^for 
feveral  days  and  nights,  his  flomach 
being  fick,  and  his  head  fo  giddy, 
that  every  thing  he  looked  at  feemed 
in  motion.  He  was  bliftered  between 
the  flioulders,  bled  at  the  arm,  and  by 
Leeches  applied  to  the  affeded  part, 
F i^ad 
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and  frequently  took  purging  pliyfid* 
Several  other  Remedies  were  both  in- 
ternally and  externally  applied,  but 
without  relief.  About  ftven'  years  be- 
fore, his  body  broke  out  all  over 
with  a moift  fcab,  and  from  that 
time  he  never  mifled  thefe  Eruptions^ 
more  or  lefs,  every  Spring,  ’till  that 
of  taking  tlie  Diet-DrinL 

April  the  ^7tli,  1757,  he  began 
a courfe  of  the  Li/bon  Diet-Drink, 
which  was  du^y  continued  for  up- 
wards of  a month  : This  Medicine 
pro7Uoied  fweat  and  urine  plentifully^  and 
kept  his  body  open:  He  found  fenfible 
relief  In  four  or  five  days,  and  had  but 
one  attack  of  the  Head-Ach  during 
the  whole  courfe,  towards  the  end  of 
which,  he  became  quite  free  from 
pain,  and  in  every  refpcft  perfectly 
well.

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C A S E V. 

‘ Ulcers  in  the  throat ^ and  Eruptions  on 
the  Skin* 

gEPTEMBER  the  3d,  1757,  a young 
gentleman,  clerk  to  a merchant, 
aged  nineteen  ; a year  and  half  before 
he  applied  to  me,  contracted  a Gonor- 
rhoea with  Ihankers  and  bubo ; thefc 
fymptoms  were  removed  by  a furgeon 
in  fix  or  feven  weeks,  and  the  patient 
Was  concluded  well.  About  a month 
after  he  perceived  a hoarfenefs,  with 
bulky  drynefs  in  his  throat  (as  he 
exprefifed  it)  particularly  in  the  morn- 
ing ; in  this  manner  he  continued 
for  feVeral  months,  ’till  prompted  by 
the  uneafinefs  and  pain,  he  had  the 
curiofity  to  look  down  his  throat, 
which  appearing  raw  and  ulcerated, 
;ilarmed  him  greatly. 
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He  had  likewlfe  feveral  broad,  taw- 
ney  fpots  upon  his  breaft  and  belly, 
refembling  Bran.  Upon  examining  his 
throat,  I found  the  Tfonjil  Glands  al- 
moft  eaten  away,  and  the  back  part 
of  the  paflage  behind  the  Uvula  full 
of  Jmall  Ulcers.,  which  appeared  creep- 
ing downwards ; September  the  5 th,  he 
began  a courfe  of  the  Lifbon  DieU 
Drink,  which  in  ten  days  cleared  his 
Ikin  of  all  the  Eruptions,  and  fenfibly 
relieved  his  throat,  not  being  able  to 
fwallow  ’till  then,'  without  violent 
pain  behind  his  Ears ; in  a fortnight 
after,  the  inflammation  quite  abated, 
the  Ulcers  grew  clean  and  feemed  dif.; 
pofed  for  healing,  v/hich  was  entirely 
efiecled  at  the  end  of  three  weeks ; 
however  for  his  better  fecurlty,  he 
continued  the  Diet-Drink  a week  lon- 
ger, and  was  then  perfeftly  cured: 
The  Diet-Drink  kept  his  body  laXy , 
increafed  his  quantity  of  urinCy  and  pro- 
moted 
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mottAper/piraiion,  He  is  fince  grown 
and  remains  hearty  and  well  in  every  re-

Nodiurnal  Pains  in  the  Head^  aflarks  of 
the  Bones  of  the  Nofe  and  Palate ^ with 
Ulceration  of  the  T’onfls  and  Uvula» 

gEPTEMBER  the  14th,  1757?  a 
gentleman  from  Clerkenwell^  of  a 
^{lender  conftltution,  aged  fifty-three,  by 
the  recommendation  of  his  j^pothecary 
‘applied  to  me  : About  feven  years  be- 
fore he  had  been  conftantly  troubled 
with  nobiurnal  pains^  which  being  very 
acute,  deprived  him  fo  much  of  his  na- 
tural reft,  that  he  leldom  ever  flept  ’till 
towards  the  morning,  when  the  pains 
we/e  confiderably  abated. 
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He  told  me  that  he  alfo  often  felt  in-, 
dolent  pains  acrofs  his  face,  extending 
downwards  to  the  ears,  and  had  a fenfe 
of  weight  acrofs  his  nofe,  which  proved 
the  unlucky  fore-runner  of  what  after- 
wards. happened,  viz.  a decay  of  the  Car^ 
tilage  and  Bones : At  length  the  infide 
of  his  nofe  was,  ulcerated.,  and  filled  up 
with  Jcabs  in  fuch  a manner,  that  k 
was  with  the  greatefl:  difficulty  he  could 
breathe  through  it ; About  three 
months  after,  in  picking  the  nofe  and 
attempting  to  blow  it,  feveral  pieces  of 
the  decayed  Bone  came  away  in  fmall 
fplinters,  and  continued  doing  fo  from 
time  to  time ; one  of  which  was  large- 
as  the  nail  of  the  little  finger,  which  I 
now  have  in  my  poffejfion  : The  nofe,  for 
want  of  its  due  fupport,  was  then  confi- 
derably  depreffed,  fo  as  fomewhat ' to 
disfigure  the  face  ; and  in  this  unhappy 
fituation,  (the  patient  told  me)  he  was 
<jnite  in  defy  air  for  feveral  months,  and 

laboured 
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laboured  under  the  dreadful  apprehen-^ 
lions  of  dying  by  inches,  as  every  method 
had  been  tryed  in  vain.  Half  a year  after 
an  inflammation  fell  upon  his  Eyes,  and 
for  a long  time  he  was  almoft  blind,  butr^ 
totally  fo  on  the  right  Eye^  fo  as  not 
even  to  diftinguilh  the  light  of  a candle. 
-^The  patient  was  now  attended  by  an 
Oculift^  who  attempted  to  abate  the  in- 
flammation by  cooling  phyjic^  a decohlion 
of  the  woods^  repelling  wajhes^  &c.  but 
neglefling  to  treat  his  cafe  as  Venereal^ 
the  relief  was  of  Abort  duration,  for  in  a 
few  weeks  he  was  attacked  with  a fore 
throat,  and  ulceration  of  the  Uvula  and 
T*onJtl  Gland'S  : At  this  time  he  put  him- 
felf  under  the  care  of  an  eminent  Apothe- 
cary ^ who  treated  his  cafe  judicioufly  in 
every  refpedt,  and  ufed  every  method 
which  he  thought  bid  falreft  for  a cure* 
He  tried  fumigation  and  the  leveral  Mer- 
curial preparations^  but  particularly  the 
Blue  Pill^  with  a Jlrong  deco^ion  of  &ar^ 
Japarillaj  but  without  the  wilhed  for  ef- 
F 4 fed, 
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fe£l,  for  the  Ulcers  ftill  continued  in  a 
corroding  ftate,  and  foon  after  another 
Ulcer  made  its  appearance  on  the  roof  of 
his  mouth,  which  deftroyed  the  Palate^ 
Bone  quite  through.— The.  gentleman 
who  attended  him,  finding  his  Difeafe 
thus  uncommonly  inveterate^  and  fo  deeply 
rooted  in  his  conftitution  by  length  of 
time,  began  to  lofe  all  hopes  of  a cure, 
as  well  as  the  patient,  \yho  feemed  fink- 
ing under  his  Diibrder  very  faft,  being 
much  too  weak  to  think  of  undergoing 
the  feverlty  of  a Salivation.  In.  this 
condition  his  Apothecary  came  with  him 
to  me.— Upon  examining  his  throat  I 
found  that  both  the  "Ponjil  Glands  were 
confumed  by  the  Ulcers^  which  ftill 
feemed  fpreading  to  the  furrounding 
parts  ; the  Uvula  , was  eaten  away  at  its 
bafis,  and  hung  by  a fmall  thread 
ready  to  drop  into  the  throat,  which 
therefore  fiiipped  off  with  the 

probe-

pipped  off  at  its  upper  part,  by  which  it  hung. 
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probe- fciflars  ; the  Wlccr  on  the  roof  of 
his  moyth  had  made  its  way  through 
the  Palate-Bone^  and  was  large  enough 
to  admit  a goofe  quill,  fo  that  the  liquids 
he  attempted  to  fwailow,  were  forced 
through  this  hole  and  gufhed  out  at  his 
nofe,  which  obliged  him,  when  in  com- 
pany ^ to  hold  his  handkerchief  to  his 
face,  to  hinder  it  from  being  percely- 
ed,  September  the  i6th,  he  began  a 
courfe  of  the  Lijbon  Diet-Drink^ . which 
generally  fweated  him  night  and  morn^ 
ing,  and  though  th§fe  fweats  were  fome^ 
tirnes  profufe,  he  found  both  his 
ftrength  and  fpirits  much  better  than 
before ; his  quantity  of  urine  was  alfo 
increafed,  and  he  had  generally  two 
ftools  a day.  On  the  23d,  the  inflam- 
mation of  the  throat  feemed  abating, 
and  the  Ulcers  looked  cleaner,  he  could 
fwallow  with  lefs  difficulty  and-  pain, 
jind  had  a . craving  ftomach  with  better 
digeftion.  . About  the  30th,  the  Ulcers 
fn  the  throat  healed  apace,  and  the  hole 
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ia  the  roof  of  his  mouth,  unexpededljr 
began  to  fill  up  with  granulations  of 
found  flefh ; he  could  now  fwallow 
without  much  regurgitation  of  the  li- 
quids through  the  nofe,  and  in  lefs  than 
five  weeks  from  his  firft  beginning  the 
Dht-Drink,  alLthe  UIcers~ii\  the  throat 
were  perfectly  healed,  and  the  hole  on 
the  palate  was  firmly  clofed,  fo  as  not  to 
allow  one  drop  of  liquor  to  efcape 
through  it  into  the  nofe.  By  this  time, 
he  was  in  good  fpirits,  grew  fat  and  got 
flrength  apace,  and  at  the  end  of  fix 
weeks  left  off  the  Medicine^  perfedly 
cured.  Though  it  is  now  fo  many  years 
a^,  he  is  Jlill  alhe^  and  has  never  had. 
the  leaft  relapfe,  but  continues  well  in 
every  refipeft.  I have  taken  the  ftate  of 
this  cafe  from  the  patient’s  own  mouth ; 
’tis  at  his  Requeft  I here  infert  it,  and 
appeal  to  him,  and  his  Apothecary^  who 
jointly  attended,  with  what  regard 
have  adhered  to  matters  of  fad.

Ulceration  of  the  left  T'onfil  Gland ^ with  a 
large  Venereal  humour  on  tide  Infde  of  the 
throaty  fucceeding  an  old  Gonorrhaa^  and 
fwelled  T*efticles, 

^CTOBER  the  7th,  1757,  2,n  Jpo- 
thecary  in  town,  aged  twenty-feven, 
of  a thin  habit  of  body,  applied  to  me. 
About  three  years  before,  he  contra(Sed  a 
violent  Gonorrheeay  which  he  treated  in  a 
manner  fuitable  to  recent  diforders  of 
that  kind  ; the  inflammatory  fymptoms 
were  removed  in  a few  weeks,  and  the 
running  was  brought  to  a good  colour 
and  confiftence,  the  difeharge,  however, 
flill  continued,  but  having  no  marks  of 
virulence y he  negledled  it  as  a fimple  Gleet y 
proceeding  from  a weaknefs  and  relaxa-* 
tion  of  the  affected  parts  ; in  this  man- 
ner it  remained  about  twoyearSy  varying 
a little  in  colour  or  quantity,  from  an  ir- 
regularity in  drinking,  or  the  inconveni- 


ence 
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ence  of  catching  hold.  At  length  he 
perceived  a fwelling  in  the  left  H’eficle^ 
which  abated  by  the  ufe  of  Merc.my  and 
purging  Phyfick  : Not  long  after,  the 
flopped,  and  in  about  three  months 
he  had  a fore  throat  with  Ulceration 
the  left  tonfl  Glanf  fo  that  it  appears 
plain  his  blood  became  tainted  by  the 
Venereal  Poifon,  Upon  this  he  was  much 
alarmed,  and  Immediately  began  acourfe 

of  Mercurial  alteratives^  with  a decoftion

of  the  woods  ; but  though  he  kept  regu- 
larly to  this  method  and  continued  it 
daily  for  feveral  months,  the  Ulcer  ftill 
grew  larger,  and  appeared  in  a foul  cor- 
roding flate  ; Small  flefhy  grannulations 
about  the  fize  of  a pea  began  to  fhoot  out 
from  the  ulcerated  part, which  the  patient 
, taking  for  proud  flefli,  endeavoured  to  de- 
ftroy  by  efcharoticks,  &c.  He  now  made 
trial  of  the  different  preparations  of  Mer^ 
cury^  by  the  advice  of  feveral  of  the  pro- 
teffxon,  in  order  to  deflroy  that  Venereal 
caufe  which  gave  rife  to  the  Ulcer,  and 

reftrain 
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feftrain  the  encreafing  bulk  of  the  excref- 
cmce\  which  he  perceived  every  day 
growing  bigger  ; in  about  twelve  months 
the  tumour  was  fo  enormoufly  enlarged 
downwards  and  acrofs  his  throat,  that 
’twas  with  the  utmoft  difficulty  he  could 
breathe ^ fw allow ^ or  diftinftly  pronouace 
his  words*  Whilft  in  bed,  . his  refpira- 
tion  was  fo  extremely  laborious,  that  he 
was  often  obliged  fuddenly  to  rife  -up,  to 
avoid  the  danger  of  being  choaked.— He 
applied  to  me  foon  after,  in  a moft  laii' 
guiihing  condition  indeed, being  extreme- 
ly wafted  and  worn  away  from  anxiety  of 
mind  and  the  want  of  due  nourlftiment ; 
was  not  able  to  fwallow  any  fGlldfooddt 
all,  and  therefore  was  obliged  to  live  up- 
on ftaids,  fuch  as  broth,  milk,  &c.  I

The  Uvula^ 
though  in  a found  ftate,  w”as  forced  out 
of  its  natural  fituation,  by  the  growth  of 
the  tumour,  fo  as  not  to  be  perceived  till 
that  was  removed.  A few  days  after- 
wards, as  foon  as  he  could  fwallow,  he 
began  the  .Ltjhon  Diet  Drink^  which 
fweated  him  night  and  morning,  and 
proved  fo  reitiarkably  diuretic^  that  con- 
trary to  his  ufual  cuftom,  he  was  often 
obliged  to  rife  from  bed  in  the  night  to 
make  water.

J^OVEMBER  the  24th,  1757,  I was 
fent  for  to  a Lady  In  Clerges-Jlreety 
of  a florid  complexion^  aged  twenty- 
four  , I had  great  reafon  from  the  na- 
ture of  her  complaints  to  fufpeft  they 
were  Venereah  As  ihe  feemed  in  great 
pain,  and  had  been  without  reft  for  fe- 
veral  nights,  I defired  the  would  allow 
me  to  inform  myfelf  more  particularly 
of  her  cafe,  which  after  another  vifit  or 
two,  the  with  reluctance  confented  to. 

The  Pudenda  was  full  of  large 
Blotches^  which  by  length  of  time,  and 
the  fliarpnefs  of  the  Dlfcharge,  had 
made  deep  fpreadlng  fores,  and  excoriated 
the  furrounding  parts.  She  had  likewife

f hankers^  with  much  heat  and  pain  In 
making  water,  and  alfo  a Bubo  in  the  left 
Groin,  though  fmall,  and  without  much 
pain.  The  next  day  fhe  began  a courfe 
of  the  Lijhon  Diet-Drink^  which  agreed 
perfeilly  well  with  her  jftomach,  and 
never  made  her  the  leaft  lick  ; it  ufually 
gave  her  two  or  three  lax  ftools  a day, 
fweated  her  a little  after  fhe  had  taken 
it  at  night,  and  in  the  day  time  particu- 
larly, increafed  her  quantity  of  urine.

about  twenty-eight,  contraded  a viru^ 
lent  Gonorrhaa^  with  heat  and  inflam^t 
kiation  df  the  urinary  paflage,  which  by 
the  M-edlcines  he  took  dlfappearedj  and 
he  was  concluded  perfedly  cured;  He 
remained  well  about  three  months,  and 
then  became  much  difordeired  with  a 
pain  in  his  head,  grew  liftlefs  and  Inac* 
tive,  with  a fenfe  df  Weight  and  forenefa 
over  his  whole  body  ; the  Shankers  again 
appeared  on  the  Gians  and  Prepuce, 
which  totally  eat  away  the  Frrenum,  By

Contradion  ; his  legs  and  arms  likewife 
were  befet  with  dry  cfufiy  fcobs^  and  on 
feveral  parts  of  his  body  there  wete  taw* 
ny  coloured  fpots,  which  peeled  off,  like

gan  the  Lijbon  Diet*Drink,  which  pro*

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ever,  and  therefore  being  dlffatisfiedi 
hafteiied  tip  to  town^  for  my  advice^ 

When  he  applied  to  me,  he  was 
much  emaciated,  and  apparently  con^ 
jumptive.  He  was  conftantly  troubled 
with  no^urml pains  at  night,  which  hin- 
dered him  from  fleeping  till  the  morn- 
ing, when  they  abated ; he  had  a large 
Jhanker  on  the  Prepuce,  and  the  Glands 
tinder  his  chin  and  behind  the  Ears  were 
hard,  painful,  and  much  enlarged^  He 
began  a courfe  of  the  Lijbon  T>ieU 
Drlnk^  which  procured  immediate  relief*

which,  by  rubbing  in  Mercurial  Oint-; 
ipeiit  and  the  ufe  of  internal  Medicine^ 

difappeared, 
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difappeared,  but  in  a fliort  time  return- 
ed. Upon  repeating  the  Medicines  and 
Mercurial  Ointment,  the  fymptoms 
went  off  as  before,  and  he  fcemed  well 
for  fome  time*  In  a few  months  the 
Difeafe  broke  out  with  all  the  fymp- 
toms  of  a confirmed  Pox,  the  patient 
being  conftantiy  troubled  with  nodlurnat 
pains^  particularly  in  the  Shins,  and  alfa 
with  Erupions  on  his  Head,  Arms^ 
and  other  parts  of  the  Body,  which  turn- 
ed to  deep  crufty  fcabs,  deftroying  the

The  Tejies  were  enormoufly  enlarged, 
particularly  the  left,  which  was  en- 
creafed  to  the  bulk  of  a goofe-egg  ; the 
fwelling  of  the  other,  tho’  not  fo  large, 
was  of  a year’s  ftanding,  and  fo  extreme- 
ly hard,  as  properly  to  be  called  a perfedi 
jehirrus.

encreafed,  the  fpots  began  to  grow  pa- 
ler and  at  laft  difappeared  ; at  the  end  of 
feven  weeks  he  left  off  the  Medicine  per- 
fe^ly  curedy  and  afterwards  fettled  in 
the- country^  where  he  has  continued  in 
perfeft  health  ever  fince.  ^ 

CASE  XXIX 

Venereal  Confumptlon. 

A Gentleman  in  London^  at  the  re-' 
queft  of  his  friend  (a  perfon  of 
diftin£lion  then  at  Paris)  and  from 
whom  he  had  jufl  then  received  a Ictteiv 
with  a ftate  of  his  cafe,  was  dehred  to  afle 
my  opinion  concerning  it. 

As  foon  as  he  arrived  I vilited  him  in 
York  Buildings,  and  found  his  cafe  nearly 
as  it  had  been  reprefented  by  his  friends' 
He  had  no  Venereal  lymptom  except  a 
gonorrhoea,  which  indeed  feemed  ra-* 

thcr 
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ther  to  arlfe  from  weaknefs  and  relax-* 
ation,  than  any  remaining  Virus. 

He  was  of  a delicate  habit,  and  appa-» 
rently  confumptive,  having  a tightnefs 
andoppreffion  acrofs  hisbreaft,  Wixh'Wecik 
ulcerated  lungs ^ from  whibh  he  had  for- 
merly fpit  purulent  7natter  mixed  with 
Blood.  The  Phylicians'  of  Montpelier^ 
where  he  had  been  advifed  to  go  for  the 
recovery  of  his  health,  afcribed  his  com- 
plaints to  2i  latent  Venereal  caufe^  and  look- 
ed upon  his  cafe  as  a true  Venereal  con^ 
fumption  5 finding  no  relief  there,  he 
went  to  FmVjwhere  he  ftaid  a fhort  time, 
and  from  thence  fet  out  for  tondon^  with 
intention  to  take  the  Diet-Drink. 

April  the  21  ft,  1766,  he  began  to 
take  the  Diet-Drink^  which  he  regularly 
purfued  for  the  Ipace  of  one  'month,  du- 
ring which  the  gleet  was  taken  away,  the 
complaint  of  his  Breaft  was  much  reliev- 
ed, and  his  ftrength  and  appetite  were  re- 
ftored.

^ ^ and  delicate  conftitiitlon,  applied  ta 
me  for  advice  : She  had  long  been  troubled 
with  Fluor-  AlbuSy  feurfy  tetterous  Erup-^^ 
iions  on  her  head,  and  ulcerous  running  fores 
behind  her  ears,  which  feemed  to  dif- 
turb  her  exceedingly.  I prelcribed  hef 
the  Diet-Dnnky\v\th  which  flie  began 
the  8th  of  May^  1766,  it  promoted 
plentiful  fecretion  of  urine,  and  proved 
gently  laxative.

R.  a Commander  of  a JVeJi’India 
fhip,  was  recommended  to  me  by  a 
gentleman  who  had  himfelf  experienced

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the  good  efFedls  of  the  Lijbon  DieLD?inh 
He  had  long  laboured  under  an  obfti- 
nate  and  painful  obftrufHon  of  urine, 
from  a Venereal  caufe^  for  which  he  had 
worn  Bougies;  and  notwithftanding  he 
had  been  liberally  plied  with  Mercu- 
rials ^ and  taken  many  other  Medi- 
cines, he  was  apprehenfive  the  Difeafe 
was  not  eradicated,  as  the  fymptoms  did 
not  abate.  From  the  continuance  of  his 
diforder,  and  anxiety  of  mind,  his  con- 
ftitution  was  much  reduced,  having  al- 
mofi:  given  up  the  hopes  of  cure.  O^oher 
8,  1768,  he  began  the  Diet-Drink^  and

A Lieutenant  of  a King’s  flilp  had, 
for  feveral  years,  laboured  under 
the  above  complaints,  from  an  old  Fene^ 
real  caufe^  for  which  he  had  taken  large 
/quantities  of  Mercury^  decodiions  of  the 
woods^  &.C,  but  by  his  own  account,  had 
lived  a very  Irregular,  and  intemperate 
life.  That  Eye  contiguous  to  the  Fif- 
tula  was  greatly  inflamed,  and  the  fight 
much  impaired.  Sanious  matter  iflued 
out  plentifully  from  the  hollow  Ulcer 


on 
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on  his  Forehead,  and  from  the  oily  oft 
fenfive  difcharge,  there  was  reafon  to 
believe  the  Bone  underneath  was  de- 
cayed.

feafon,  he  took  falhwater^  and  bathed  In 
the  Sea,  He  had  alfo  been  at  Bath^  and 
drank  the  water  with  confiderable  relief  % 
but  before  he  applied  to  me,  the  pain 
md  opprejfion  at  his Jli^mach  returned,  at- 
tended with  wind  and  indigeftion,  a 
daily  lofp  of  flefli  and  bodily  ftrength,  and

He 
could  not  be  perfuaded  but  that  his  Dis- 
order was  Venereal^  though  In  reality  it 
did  not  appear  to  be  fuch,  but  rather  a 
confequence  of  the  above  proceeding 
caufes  which  had  laid  violent  ft  refs  oix 
his  conftitution.  His  ftrength  and  ap- 
petite were  greatly  impaired,  and  his 
Body  much  wafted  ; he  had  wandering 
pains  in  his  legs  and  arms,  with  forenefs 
of  the  flefhy  parts,  as  if  they  had  been 
brulfed,  together  with  a fow  Fever  and 
great  dejediion  of  fpirits : In  (hort  he  la- 
boured 
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boured  under  fuch  a complication  of  Dif- 
orders,  as  indicated  a irokfH  conjiitutlon 
tending  to  a eonfumptlom 

September  i8,  1774,  he  began  a 
courfe  of  the  Lijbon  Diet-Drink,  which 
chiefly  operated  by  urine,  and  in  the 
morning  produced  a gentle  moifture  on 
his  Ikin  when  he  took  the  Medicine 
milk- warm  in  bed.

A Young  Lady  in  Fenchurch-Jlreet^ 
^ ^ nine  years  old,  before  her  return 
home  from  boarding  fchool,  broke  out 
over  her  legs,  arms,  and  body,  with  an 
eruption  refembling  an  inveterate  itch* 
She  had  been  drooping  for  a confiderable 
time,  and  daily  wafted  fo  much  in  flefli, 
that  her  parents  were  afraid  ftie  might 
fall  into  a decline,  and  applied  to  me  for 
advice,  having  taken  feveral  medicines 
without  much  effeft.  She  was  weak  and 
pale,  often  fick  at  ftomach,  and  had  loft 
her  appetite.

A Lady  from  the  Country,  of  a con- 
ftitution  uncommonly  delicate, 
and  exquifite  fenfibility,  was  recom- 
mended to  me  for  advice  in  a complaint 
of  long  continuance.  Her  afpedl  was 

languid 
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lai^iguid  and  difconfolate  ; £he  was  often 
affedled  with  palpitation  of  the  heart,  a 
nervous  tremor,  and  fometimes  with 
hyfteric  fits  of  crying  from  flight  acci- 
dental caufes.  But  the  principal  reafoil 
of  her  diftrefs,  arofe  from  a preternatu- 
ral thicknefs  and  induration  of  the  Iklii 
on  the  palms  of  her  hands,  and  infide  of 
her  fingers,  which  obliged  her  conftantly 
to  wear  gloves.  The  fkin  was  changed 
to  a horny  hardnefs,  fo  that  when  flie 
endeavoured  to  extend  her  fin2;ers,  it. 
would  crack  arid  bleed  in  feveral  places^ 
and  occafion  the  mofl:  painful  and  dif- 
agrecable  fenfation,  efpecially  in  cold 
weather. 

Having  taken  many  of  tlie  mofl:  pow-^ 
erful  medicines  in  vain,  fhe  feemed  al- 
mofl:  entirely  to  defpair  of  a cure  ; how- 
ever, her  Relations  perfuaded  her  to  take 
a lodging  near  me,  where  I conftantly 
vifited  her  twice  a week : fhe  was  un- 
commonly attentive  to  whatever  I pro- 
K % pofedj 
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pofed,  and  regarded  the  rules  laid  dowrt 
for  her  regimen,  with  the  moft  fcrapu-- 
lous  caution,  which  increafed  my  foli- 
citude  and  anxiety  for  her  recovery. 

Sept.  29,  1777,  fhe  began  a courfe  of 
the  Lifbon  Diet-Drink^  which  agreed  with 
her  perfedlly  well,  ailing  as  a diuretic^ 
and  gentle  laxative.  In  a few  weeks  fhe 
was  apparently  better  ; the  Ikin  on  the 
Infide  of  her  hands  began  to  grow  more 
foft,  thin,  and  flexible,  fo  tl^at  flie  could 
now  ftretch  out  her  fingers  almofl;  to 
their  full  extent.

Though  he  was  attended  by  a very  emi- 
nent Surgeon,  and  had  taken  many  me- 
dicines, the  fore  did  not  difeover  any 
tendency  to  heal.  He  was  hard  of 
hearing,  had  but  little  appetite,  and  was 
much  reduced  in  ftrength  and  bodily 
habit. 

the  4th,  1779,  I was  confultcd 
for  advice  by  his  parents,  who  put  him 
under  my  care.  A few  days  after  he  be- 
gan a courfe  of  the  Lijhon  Diet-Drink^ 
which  did  not  in  the  lead:  difturb  his 
ftomach,  but  generally  procured  him 
two  lax  motions  a day^  with  a very  copious 
difeharge  of  urine.

He  found  his  ftrength  daily 
wafting,  being  fo  enervated  and  impotent 
that  he  was  totally  incapable  of  all  venereal 
intercourfe^  which  feemed  to  give  hint 
great  uneafinefs* 

December  14,  1778,  he  began  to  take

Debility  or  Impotency, 
Gentleman  near  Grofvenor-Square) 
who  by  the  recommendation  of 
Brice  Fifner^  Efq.  had  formerly  taken 
the  Diet-Drink  with  fuccefs,  again 
applied  to  me  fome  mouths  ago,  but 
with  a complaint  very  different  from  what 
he  had  formerly.

She  had  gone  through  a faliva-- 
tion^  and  afterwards  took  mercurial  altera^ 
fives  and  a decodlion  of  woods  for  fevcral 
months.  She  had  a profufe  high  colour^ 
cd  difcharge,  with  racking  pains  in  her 
back  and  loins,  heftic  fever,  night  fweats, 
and  a troublefome  hiffing  noife  in  her 
ears;  fhe  complained  much  of  pains  upon 
the  ftiin-bones,  and  alfo  acrofs  her  fore-« 
head  and  nofe,  with  a difagreeable  fenfa- 
tion  of  weight,  Her  ftrength  was  greats 
ly  exhaufted.  She  told  me  that  from  the 
diftrefiing  apprehenlions  of  never  being 
cured,  and  her  fever  and  night  fwcats,

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fhe  had  often  been^  deprived  of  flcep 
for  many  nights  together, 

January  25th,'  1779,  flie  began  a 
courfe  of  the  Diet-D/mkj  buj:  w.as  iboa 
Intemipted  by  taking  cold,^  which 
brought  on  a fevere  bloody  fiux^  attended 
with  jymptoms  fo  dangerous,  that  I had

ever  file  got,  over  it,  and  having  regained 
a little  ftrength  by  the  ^bari  a,nd  other 
medicines  which  I diredlgd;  fhe  again 
began  the  Dio/ Dr^^rfy  which  found 
foft  and  friendly  to  her  ftomaeh  and  bow- 
els, By  intervals^  (lie  flcadily  perfevered 
in  the  ufe  of  the  medicine,  for  near  two 
months,  and  in  the  end  obtained  an  abfo^ 
liiie  cure^  being  now  in  high  healthy 
and  perfeclly  eafy  both  in  body  and 
mind.

Cenfumption  or  inward  Decay ^ from  an  obfrd  " 
nate  Fluor  Albiis, 

Young,  married  lady,  near  Oxford- 
ftreet,  by  the  long  continuance  of  a

profufe  uterine  difcharge,  was  much, 
exhaufted,  and  applied  to  me.  Her  huf- 
band  fufpefted  it  might  be  venereal^  but 
from  the  nature  of  the  fymptoms,  there 
was  no  caufe  to  think  it  fuch.  Her 
lungs  were  apparently  weak  and  tender, 
fhe  W’^as  fubjedl  to  a cotigh  and  opprejjion  at 
herbreajl  I and  the  habitual  loofenefs^  with 
night  fweats  and  Jlow  fever ^ had  reduced 
her  almoft  to  Ikin  and  bones.  From  the 
daily  wafte  of  ftrength,  her  relations 
apprehended  there  was  fome  inward  de- 
cay, and  that  without  fpeedy  relief  Ihe 
could  not  long  furvive, 

I diredled  her  the  Diet-Drink^  and  de- 
fired  that  a country  lodging  might  be 
got  for  her,  where  Ihe  could  take  it  in 
the  frefh  air,  and  ufe  moderate  exercife  as 
her  ftrength  would  allow;  fhe  began  the 
medicine,  by  which,  in  about  a fortnight 
her  ftrength  and  appetite  were  confider-

Pimpled  Face^  with  Pamful  Menftr nation^ 
^c.from  fcorbutk  Acrimony  of  the  Blood. 
A Single  Gentlewoman  in  Weftmin- 
• fter,  aged  thirty  two,  had  long  been 
troubled  with  large  pimples  and  rednefs  of 
her  face  and  nofe.  She  was  often  fubjed 
to  fits  of  head-ach  and  a defluxion  of 
fharp  rheum  upon  her  eyes,  which  im- 
paired her  fight,  and  fo  much  excoriated 

tier 
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her  cheeks,  that  below  the  eyeSy 
they  had  a glaffy,  fliining  appear- 
auce,  as  if  they  had  been  varnlflaedy  At” 
the  approach  pf  the  menjlrual  pemds-^- 
efpecially  when  coftive,  or  before  cold, 
wet  weather,  fhe  was  afFeded  with  rack- 
ing pains  in  her  belly  and  thighs,  which 
at  thofe  times  obliged  her  to  keep  in  bed. 
For  the  laft  three  years  flie  had  tried 
many  medicines,  but  found  no  lading  re- 
lief. Her  friends  informed  me  fhe 
was  uncommonly  temperate  in  eating 
and  drinking,  and  that  her  chief  liquor 
was  toaft  and  water,  with  a little  moun- 
tain wine. 

Jan.  1 2, 1 779,  flie  entered  upon  a courft 
of  the  Lijhon  Diet-Drink^  which  kept  her 
laxative,  and  procured  a copious  difeharge 
of  thick  urine^  which  before  had  been 
pale  and  fmall  in  quantity.  She  found 
herfelf,  as  fhe  exprefled  it,  more  light- 
fome  ; her  fpirlts  were  better,  and  die 
had  no  head-ach.  In  about  three  weeks 
the  fmarting  of  her  eyes  abated,  her

of  all,  at  the  end  of  the  month,  the  pirn- 
pies  began  to  fubjide^  and  die  away.

In  fhort5  her  habit  of  body  was 
changed  for  the  better,  and  fh'e  ^ 
was  quite  reftored  to  health.  I 
afterwards  prefcrlbed  her  a fti'ong  infu- 
fion  of  the  Bark  with  Nitre and  ihe  has 
fince  continued  perfedly  well.

an  Officer’s  Widow,  of  beauty  and 
perfonal  eleganee,  whofe  huffiand 
died  of  the  wounds  received  at  Bunker  s- , 
Hilh  fubjeft  to  a fcorbutic  humour 
in  her  mouth  and  gums  : ffie  was  con- 
ftantly  affeded  with  a floW;  hedic  fever,

and  intenfe  thirft  ; her  legs  fwelled,  and 
her  habit  of  body  was  bloated  and  fcor- 
butic.  Her  nerves  were  uncommonly 
fufceptible  ; every  flight  occafion  which 
V gave  her  uneafiiiefs  or  furprife,  inllantly 
brought  on  flurry  of  fpirits,  palpitation 
" of  the  hearty  and  flufliings  in  her  face, 
from  which  a thin  pellicle,  like  gold- 
^ beater’s  Ikin,  frequently  peeled  off. 
.^J;^*-She  was  conflantly  troubled  with  a dif. 
^ agreeable,  putrid  tafte  in  her  mouth, 
which  rendered  her  Breath  feverlfh  and 
offenJivCy  and  was  not  a little  . irkfome 
;md  diftreffing  to  her,  efpecially,  as  thole 
were  compjaints*  to  which  fhe  had  been 
a ftranger,  till  her  blood  acquircd  a fcor- 
butic  taint,  by  living  too  long  on  fait 
.provijions  when  at  Bofton^  a diet  which 
fhe  had  before  beexa  but  little  acJ 
cuftomed  to* 

Sept.  15,  1779,  fhe  began  to  take  the 
Lifbon  Diet-Drink^  which  was  mild  in  its 
operation,  and  agreeable  to  her  ftomach  ; 

it 
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it  kept  her  gently  laxative^  and  promoted  d 
plentiful  fecretion  of  urine  : Her  thirft  and’ 
fever  abated,  the  flufhings  and  rednefs 
of  her  face  were  much  lefs  violent,  and 
the  difagreeabie,  ofFenfive  tafte  and  heat 
in  her  mouth  went  off,  after  which  hef 
Breath  was  rejlored  to  its  natural  fweetnefs.-^ 
though  fhe  was  prevented  from  taking 
the  Diet~Drink  longer  than  fourteen  or 
fifteen  days  ; in  that  fhort  fpace  of  time  . . 
fhe  experienced  a very  falutary  and 
Remarkable  change  of  conftitution.

SUPPLEMENT, 

WHEREIN  THE 

True  Difference  between  Venereal  Symptoms,’ 
and  thofe  often  mtftaken  for  fuch  by  the 
Patient^  are  clearly  pointed  -vut^  fo  as  more 
eafily  to  be  dijlinguifloed  from  each  other, 

CINCE  nothing  will  fo  much  impair 
health  -as  a ftate  of  continual  fuf 
penfe  and  anxiety  of  mind ; the  following  Re- 
marks, felefted  from  the  obfervatlons  of 
the  celebrated  Afruc^  who  is  univerfally 
allowed  the  beft  Author  on  the  Venereal 
Difeafe^  are  laid  down  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Reader.  If  from  thence  his 
doubts  and  fears  appear  groundlefs,  he 
will  do  well  to  lay  them  aiide.  But  if,  on 
the  contrary,  they  arife  from  reality  and 
fufficient  caufe,  he  fhould  not  from  in- 
dolence, or  falfe  delicacy,  trifle  with  that 
ineftimable  blefiing,  Health  ; and,  by 
delays,  fuffer  it  to  be  Impaired  from  the 
continuance  of  a Difeafe,  which,  if  pre- 
fer ly  treated^  may  always  be  fafely  and  cer- 
tainly cured. 

The  neceffity  of  fuch  obfervatlons  as 
will  Enable  the  patient,  in  fome  mea- 
, ,L  fure 
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fure,  to  judge  for  himfelf,  Is  evident^ 
fiiice  from  the  want  of  them,  the  timo- 
rous and  infatuated  have  fometimes  been 
driven  to  fuiclde  and  defpair^  or  forced  into 
the  hands  of  ignorant  pretenders y who 
turn  fuch  exceflive,  and  fometimes  un- 
neceffary  fears,  to  their  own  advantage. 
; *As  I do  not  mean  either  to  alarm  or 
flatter  the  Reader,  I have  rather  chofen 
'to  quote  the  authority  of  another  y than  deli^ 
vcr  opinions  of  my  own  on  this  occafon^ 

‘‘  It  is  no  wonder  that  the  lymp- 
. toms  of  a confirmed  Lues  are  fo  often 
• doubtful,  and  miftaken  by  the  Pa- 
tient for  thofe  of  other  Difeafes,  fincc 
men  of  judgment  and  extenfive  pradlicc 
fometimes  find  it  diflficult  to  diftinguifh 
. them  properly. 

The  nature  and  order  of  the  fignsare 
two-fold,  vi%.  Either  fuch  as  are  de- 
monftrative  and  certain,  bccaufe  they  arc 
.peculiar  to  the  Venereal  Difeafe  only ; 
.or  fuch  as  are  equivocal  and  uncertain^ 
becaufe  they  are  uncommon  to  other 
. diforders. 

The  demonflratlve  figns  of  infection 
are,  frequent  abortion,  or  the  fickly  con- 

ftitution 
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ftitutlon  of  children  born  at  their  full 
time  : Namely,  fuch  as  are  ftrumous^ 
rickety^  he^ical^  and  emaciated ; elpe- 
dally,  if  thefe  diforders  happen  in  moft, 
or  all  the  children  of  the  fame  family. 

ft  local  Venereal  Diforders,  fuch  as 
Shankers^  Excrefcences,  Warts^  or  Buboes^ 
appear  upon  the  Genitals,  either  fpon. 
taneoufly,  at  firft,  or  after  an  apparent 
cure,  break  out  afrefla,  without  intimacy 
with  a fufpefted  perfon,  they  are  certain 
jigns  of  the  Pox^  and  marks  oj  the  frongejl 
infection. 

All  eruptive  diforders  of  the  fkin, 
if  they  happen  without  manlfeji  caufe^ 
and  obfinately  elude  the  force  of  medi- 
cines^ are  figns  of  a venereal  taint. 
But  fuch  cutaneous  aftcdions  ought 
to  be  diftinguifhed  from  other  dif- 
eafes  of  the  Ikin,  which  are  critical  and 
not  venereal ; or  from  yellow  or  livid 
fcorbutic  fpots,  which  moft  abound 
where  the  other  marks  of  a confirmed 
feurvy  appear^ 

Ulcers  of  the  Throat,  Nofe,  Pa- 
late, and  Gums,  with  a Caries  or  Rot- 
tennefs  of  the  contiguous  Bones,  arc  of- 
Lz  ten 
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ten  obfervecl  in  an  inveterate  Pox , but 
there  is  need  of  caution  to  avoid  con- 
founding them  with  fuch  as  are 
Jcorbutic^  which  are  nearly  related  to 
them  in  lituation,  malignancy,  and  diffi- 
culty of  cure,  but  very  different  in  other 
refpefts.  For  inftance.  Venereal  Ulcers  JirJt 
attack  the  "Tonjil  Glands  and  Throat ; then 
the  Gums,  but  more  rarely  and  flowly. 
On  the  ^fcorbutic  Ulcers  jirft  attack 

the  Gums^  and  afterwards  the  Throat 
and  Tonfils. 

Venereal  Ulcers  frequently  feizc 
on  the  Nofe,  with  a Caries  or  Rpttennefs 
of  the  fubjacent  Bones ; but  fcorbutic 
Ulcers  feldom  or  never. 

Venereal  Ulcers  corrode  and  forni 
cavities  ; fcorbutic  ones  Ihoot  out  fpun- 
'gy  excrefcences  or  proud  flefh. 

And  laftly,  Venereal  Ulcers  are  joined 
Ivith  other  figns  of  the  Venereal  Dif- 
eafe  ; and  fcorbutic  ones  with  thofe  of 
the  Scurvy  ; except  in  the  fcorbutic  PoXy 
where  the  fyrnptbms  are  complicated 
and  more  uncertain. 

Care  fliould  alfo  be  taken,  not  to 
miftake  Venereal  pains  for  thofe  which 
are  fcorbutic  y rheumatic  y or  gouty.  The 

firft 
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firft  are  generally  increafed  by  heat 
of  the  bed,  and  are  therefore  called  me- 
turnaL 

Venereal  pains  are  chiefly  confined 
to  the  folld  or  middle  part  of  the  Bones 
of  the  legs  and  arms  ; fcorbntlc  ones 
nfually  Invade  the  joints  and  membra- 
nous parts  of  the  Body.  The  firft  are 
hot  relieved  by  common  terhedies,  and 
only  yield  to  a Venereal  treatment;  the 
laft  are  mitigated  by  the  ufe  of  flannel,  ot 
warm  weather  ; they  often  go  off  and  re- 
turn by  Irregular  periods,  and  frequently 
are  produced  by  manlfeft  caufes,  fuch  as; 
intemperance,  catching  cold,  or  living 
too  long  oil  fait,  or  indigeftible  provifion. 

If  a deep  feated  violent  pain  has  occu- 
pied the  fame  part  for  a confiderablc 
time,  obftinately  refifting  all  remedies  ; 
or,  if  the  Patieut,  for  feveral  evenings 
fucceffivcly,  has  been  feized  with  a chill- 
nefs,  or  flight  fliivering  fit,  fucceeded  by 
a feverifli  heat,  and  fweats  towards  the 
morning,  they  are  figns  of  a latent  PoXj 
particularly  where  there  are  other  cor- 
refpondlng  lymptoms. 

‘Tumours  of  the  Glands  do  fometimes 
happen  from  caufes  which  are  not  Ve- 
nereal 
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nercal ; particularly  from  fcrophulous 
humours,  or  a rickety  difpofition  : there 
is,  notwithftanding,  need  of  caution  to 
diftinguilh  them  truly. 

The  equivocal^  or  more  remote  and 
uncertain  figns  of  infe£Uon  are,  Inflam- 
mation of  the  Eyes,  Head-Ach,  a hiffing 
noife  in  the  Ears,  with  thickncfs  of 
hearing,  giddinefs  of  the  head,  and 
wafting  of  the  body,  with  univerfal 
weaknefs,  and  a flow  Intermitting  Fe« 
yer. — In  women,  the  Flmi''  Albus^  Can- 
cer of  the  womb,  Barrennefs^  or  frequent 
Abortion^  without  any  manifeft  caufe. 

If  after  Shankers  fuddenly  dried  up, 
a Bubo  repelled,  or  Gonorrhoea  reftrained 
by  art  or  accident,  the  fame  complaints 
break  out  again  without  any  frefti  caufe  ; 
then  it  is  evident  tJoe  patient  is  poxed,~ 
So  it  is  probable  there  is  a latent  inf e^ionT^ 
if  he  is  fubjedl  to  a falling-off  of  the 
hair,  Ulcers  in  the  Throat  or  Nofe,  Gid- 
dinefs, Head-Ach,  Pains  in  the  Bones 
or  mufcular  parts ; a Marafmus,  or 
wafting  of  the  Body,  with  hypochon- 
driachal  Diforders,  and  a flow  intermit^ 
ting  Fever. 
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To  the  preceding  Obfervations  of 
Dr.  AJlruc^  I have  added  the  following 
Marks  of  Distinction  between  the 
recent  Gonorrhcea  and  Fluor  Albus^  for 
the  ufe  of  Women. 

It  is  a circumftance  of  the  utmofi;  con- 
fequence,  to  diftinguifh  a frejh  Venereal 
injedtion  from  the  Fluor  Albrn^  or  Whites  ; 
for  if  the  firft  is  miftaken  for  the  lalJ, 
and  is  either  neglefted  or  treated  accor- 
dingly, the  diforder  may  unfortunately 
end  in  a confirmed  Pox. 

The  Gonorrhcea  is  malignant  and  in- 
flammatory ; the  Fluor  Albus  moft  com- 
monly arifes  from  relaxation  and  bodily 
weaknefs  ; and  therefore  the  remedies 
proper  in  the  firft  diforder,  woiild  render 
the  laft  more  violent. 

In  the  Gonorrhoea  the  difqharge  chiefly 
proceeds  from  the  parts  contiguous  to 
the  urinary  paflage,  and  continues  whilft 
the  Menfes  flow  ; but  in  the  Fluor  Al- 
bus, it  is  fupplled  from  the  vagina  and 
cavity  of  the  Womb,  and  the  Menfes 
are  feldom  regular. 

In  the  Gonorrhma,  an  itching,  inflam- 
mation, and  heat  of  urine,  are  the  fore- 
runners of  the  difeharge  ; the  orifice  of  ^ 

the 
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tbeurinfry  pafl%6  ispromioent  jndpd  ■ 
ful,  the  Patient  is  afifeaed  with  a 
frequent  irritation  to  make  water.  In  ’ 
the  Fluor  Albus^  pains  in  the  loins,  and 

Ihrs’offtrength,  attend  the  difcharge ; 
and  if  any  inflao^mation  or  heat  of  urine 
follow,  it  happens  in  a lefs  degree,  and 

only.aftera  long  continuance  of  t-he  dif- 
charge, which  becoming  fharp,  exco- 
riates the  furrouading  parts.  , 

' ’ In  the  Gonorrlima,  the  difcharge  often  . 
.fuddenly  appears  without  any  evident 
caufe  ; but  in,  the  Fluor  Albus,  it  comes* 
on  more  flowly,  and  may  be  produced  by 
irregularities  of  the  menfes,  frequent 

aboitipn;  fprains,  orlong^cbntinued  illnrfs, 

In  ithe  Gonorrhoea,  the  difcharge  is 
■greenilh  orydloWVlefs  in  quantity,  and 
not  attended  with  the  fam.e  fymptoms  of 
weaknefs.  In  the  Fluor  Albas,  it  is 
fometimes  of  the  feme  coloui,  efpecially 
in  bad  habits  of  body,  and  after  long 
continuance  ; but  is  ufually  moreoffen- 
■<  five  and  redundant  in  quantity. 
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
